HIS ARTICLE fs an attempt to tell 

| the story of Great Britain's contribu- 
tions to Western civilization, not only 

in evolving parliamentary institutions but in 
other fields of human endeavor: literature, 
law, chemistry, physics, medicine, exploration, 


theater, agriculture, ane sport. It is a tre- 
mendous theme. 
A series of 48 historical paint itlustrates 


episodes and some of the chief actors in 
British history. The events and pictures by 
no means represent all that Britain has con- 
tributed: they have been selected by your 
Editor, De. Grosvenor, with the abject of 
showing aspects of our civilication and culture 
which have become part of the American 
and Canadian heritage (pages 444 to 341).

When he sticks a postage stamp on his 
Teter, he can recall the name of Romlaid Hill, 
whose introduction of the postage stamp in 
1840 changed the daily life of man. 

When he enters a skyscraper, he can reflect 
that its erection was nude possible, in part, 
by the discoveries of Henry Bessomer. 

When he turns on the electric switeh In his 
home; he should remember the pleneer work 
of Humphry Davy and Michael Furaday. 

When he listens to the radio, he can recall 
the early experiments of Joseph J. Thomson, 

If be plays a round of golf, a set of tennis, 
ora game of foorball or of soccer, be fs linked 
up with pianeer British sportsinen, 

When he sinks’ into his armchair at the 
end of a strenuous day's work and takes up 
a novel, be can bless the name of Samuel 
Richardson, whose Pareld was the first real 
novel; or if his boak is a detective story, that 
of Conan Doyle, creator of Sherlock Holmes. 

Even when be reads ybout the atom bomb, 
he should remember that Lord Rutherford 
first showed that radioactivity is an atomic 
phenomenon, 


Tight Little Island

Evolution of Parliament 

Incemparably the greatest gift of the Eng- 
lish people ta the civilized world bas been 
that of parliamentary institutions." 

The origins of the jury are somewhat ob- 
secure, but certainly England hos played a 
great part in its evolution, although it was 
introduced by the Normans, Under Norman 
law the jurors were investigators rather than 
judges of evidence. When William the Con- 
querer ordered the Domesday Book to be 
compiled (page 452). his commissioners 
checked the evidence of the witnesses they 
called with the ald of a “jury” of twelve 
relinble men in each district. 

In the picture of the Roman Wall, with 
which the series opens (page 446), we can 
pander on the extent to which our way of 
life has been influenced by Imperial Rome, 

Every student of history should visit the 
Roman Wall, especially at Borcovicus, about 
halfway between Newcastle and Carlisle, 
where the marks of Roman chariot wheels 
can be seen om the pavements, It is a moving 
experience to Took down froin these battle 
ments, as they curl up and down the hillside, 
and realize what a mighty barrier they pre- 
sented to the wild men of the north. 

The painting of Alfred represents one of 
the greatest of our rulers, who helped ta forge 
the unity of our nation, repelled the Danish 
invader. realized (he importance of sea, power, 
stimulated imterest in Latin culttire, and made 
his capital a seat of learning (poge 445). 

Richard Coeur de Lion represents the Cra- 
sades, which quickened our interest in East- 
em thought and gave new conceptions of 
chivalry to the barons and knights of the 
feudal age (page 455), 

‘The story of Lady Godiva, who in the words 
of Tennyson “built herself an everlasting 
name,” takes us inte the region of history 
and legend. She was a benefactress of vhe 
church at the time of the Norman Conquest 
and symbolizes the ideal of self-sacrifice (page 
$50). 


Arthurian Legend 


In the shadowy realm where myth and 
history intermingte, the story of King Arthur 
and his Round ‘Table has captured the imagi- 
nation of poets and palnters down the ues. 
English Iterature would certaitly be immeds-

urably the poorer without the Arthurian 
Tegend. 

As we wander through the Duchy of 
Cornwall, the neighboring counties, and the 
Welsh mountains, our holidays are much en- 
Tiched by visits to the Arthurian shrines. 
Th a materialistic world we rejoice that poets 
and seers—above all, Tennyson in the 19th 
century—have given us the vision of Galahad, 
the spiritual knight, and of his search for the 
Holy Grail, visible only to the pure in heart. 

One of our earliest publicutinns was a col- 
Jection of ballnds entitled 4 Lytell Geste of 
Robyn Hode. Robin Hood was m popular 
future in the second half of the 12th century. 
He was a high-horn youth wha, so the story 
goes, was outlawed for killing one of the King's 
deer. The territory over which he foamed 
extended from Sherwood Forest in Notting- 
hamshire to the dales of Cumberland, 

Around him he gathered a goodly company 
of archers whose example inspired the English- 
men of the day with a determination to become 
proficient in archery as a means of national 
deférise. Me has long been national hero, 
and his bravery and chivalry endeared him 
to his countrymen, Tn a sense, we may regard 
‘him as on erly example of the British sports 
men who stimulated in us the desire to excel 
in games (page 444), 


Elizabethan Mariners 

Various reasons have been given for the 
tmaaing transformation which took phice in 
the national churacter between the reigns of 
Elizabeth and William and Mary, ‘There was 
agrim and coarse side to Hite under the Tudors, 
Incredible Elizabeth was typical of her age, 
as changeable as quicksilver but very saga- 
cious. She could swear like a trooper with her 
subjects: but she gave her country internal 
peace for 40 years, in which it made ready 
for the era of expansion overseas (page 466). 

‘The Renaissance, the Reformation, the op- 
portunity fo study the Hible in English, the 
resounding. victory over the Spaniards, afl 
helped to give a new direction to the nation's 
thoughts. ‘The islanders gratefully accepted 
their triumph over the Armada as an Indica- 
tion of divine intervention on their behalf, 

Having tured their backs on Europe, the 
Elizabethans penetrated unknown seas from 
the Arctic to Cape Hore. Obsessed with 
the desive of finding a shorter route to the 
riches of the Orient, they performed prodigies 
of valor and endurance in searching for the 
Northwest Passage.

with the possible exception of ‘Tom Paine 
Adam Smith, author of The Wealth of Na- 
dons; Thomas Curlylé, John Ruskin, and 
Herbert, Spencer. 

The list of eminent historians is a long one. 
From the days of the Venerable Bede (British 
monk who wrote the esfliest history of Eng 


land, an. 731) down to Edward Gibbon, it 
includes such writers as T, B, Macaulay, WE. 
H, Lecky, and in our awn times James Bry 

author of The Americon Commonweulth; 


H, A, L, Fisher, and G. M Trevelyan 
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The British visitor to the United States in 
the 20th century tsually assumes that the 
American department store is of domestic 
origin. Tf he turns to Jol Griscom’s 4 Tear 
in Europe (1819-19), he will find this Ameri- 
can's description of a great novelty of the 
day, one of the first department sores, the 
Soho Bazaar, in Soho Square, London; 

“An extensive suite of rooms qn two floors 
(formed by throwing several houses into ane), 
in which are collected almost every kind of 
article, ... in the way of ingenuity, deli- 
cacy, and taste... this is a néw kind of 
establishment. of which there are, at present, 
but twoin London. The term, as well as the 
plan, has been imported from India.” 


A Galaxy of British Scientists: 

From the founding of the Royal Society 
Britain has produced a succession of great 
engineers, astronomers, physicists, chemists, 
biologists, geologists, etc., hardly equaled and 
certainly not surpassed by those of any other 
country, Their work was not merely great— 
much of it was literally epoeh-making, 

Some have been of humble origin, like John 
Dalton, son of a poor weaver: others, like 
Henry Cavendish, were aristocrats who in- 
herited immense wealth, 

In the field of medicine, William Harvey. 
who published his great work early in the 
relgn of Charles I, is included in our: series, 
as are the Hunter brothers. John Munter 
may be regarded as the founder of modern 
surgery. Exwatd Jenner. the conqueror of 
smallpox, studied under John Hunter at St 
George's Hospital (pages 474, 500, 503), 

Sir Patrick Manson is regarded as the father 
of tropical medicine. He was the first to dis 
cover that a “particular blood-sucking insect 
is a necessary intermediary in the propaga- 
lion of a specific discase—a discovery of the 
uimest importance to medici 

Another ploneer whom we remember grate- 
iully is Ronald Ross, who diseovered the 
life history of malarial parasites in ms- 
quitees and laid down methods for Inrge- 
scale malaria reduction, 

Others who have enriched our knowledge 
are Faraday, the father of the age of elec- 
ticity, and Lord Rutherford, the New Zen- 
lander, who, in the words of Sir Arthur Ed- 
dington, “introduced the greatest change in 
our idea of matter since the time of Demae- 
rites” (pages S11 and 527). 

Th the discovery of the 96 chemical elements, 
the fundamental “building blocks’ of which 
everything in Nature is constructed, ‘ish 
scientists are generally credites| with the find- 
ing of 19 (inchiding hydrogen, axyvaen, bariuny, 
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caleiom, potassium, argon, helium, and neon), 
more than have been discovered by the re- 
search workers of.any other pation. Six other 
elements were discovered by Britons jointly 
with workers of other nutinns, 

‘The number generally accredited to scien- 
tiste of other nations is: Swedish, 17; French, 
IL; German, 11; American, 6; Austrian, 2: 
Swiss. Malian. Polish, Russian, Hungarian, 
Spanish, Finnish, 1 each. ‘Ten elements are 
considered to have been discovered by the 
ancients. 


Revolution in Farming Methods 


Mongside the Industrial Revotution—in- 
deed, preceding it—a revolution in methods 
of agriculture was taking place in England. 
In due course it helped make Great Britain 
the supplier of pedigreed livestock to America 
and many other Lands. In the early days of 
ihe colonization of North America the Mother 
Country shipped cattle, horse's, sheep, goats, 
pone and even peacocks to the New 

Vorld-+ In the reign of George LT we learn 
that “all the world came to England for 
horses, from the tace-horse ti the hardly less 
noble cart-horge” + 

Robert Bakewell, during the reign of this 
George, pioneered in the selective breeding of 
cattle and sheep to improve the quantity and 
quality of meat. Bakowell’s methods were so 
successful and the reputation of his “fixed” 
breeds so high that in one your he made 1,200 
guinéas from the letting of ome ram, 

British experimenters produced the Short- 
horn, Hereford, Aberdeen-Angus, and Devon 
breeds, which are the leading beef cattle today 
in the United States, Australia, and New Zea- 
land, The Ayrshires, Jerseys, and Guernseys 
Which are such large milk producers in Ameri- 
can dairy herds originated in the British Isles, 

Asearly as the 19th century British farmers 
had developed stveral breeds of shoep and 

igs that were two or three times as efficient 
in meat production as the old unimproved 
stocks, They worked out principles of proper 
animal feeding from which stock raisers now 
benefit, everywhe: 

British investigators played a leading part 
in the study of agricultural chemistry and 
plant mitrition—what the plant draws from

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brought to our shores. Lt sparked the whple 
development of ticrowave tadar and con- 
stituted the most important item In reverse 
Lease-Lend."* 

But Sir Henry Tizard, head of the British 
Mission, emphasizes the fact that while “the 
magnetnon, which contributed more to the suc- 
cess of the Allies than any other single inven- 
tion, was a product of British science, it had to 
be redesigned in America for economical man- 
ufacture, 

“Penicillin, the greatest practical achieve- 
ment of medical research during the war, also 
originated in Britoin, but unless Amerivant 
skill in large-seole manufacture had been avail- 
able, many thousands of men, who now en- 
joy a healthy life, would hawe died."— 

Among British social reformers we have 
been able to include but few, among them 
Florence Nightingale, who revolutionized our 
methods of nursing (page 513), To this great 
company cightly belong John Howard and 
Elizabeth Fry, prison reformers; Lord Shaites- 
hury, the seventh Earl, whe fought the abuses 
of the inclustrial age; and, above all, William 
Wilberforce, one of the greatest benefactors 
of humanity. 


A Turning Point in History 


When the British Empire was expanding 
rapidly during the Napoleonic Wars. it had in- 
creasing contacts with the colored races. For- 
tunately, the conscience af the nation was 
stirring, and, as Dr, G. M. Trevelyan points 
out, “a turning point in the history of the 
world” occurred when Wilberforce and his 
{riends, Evangelicals and Quakers, persuaded 
Parliament to put a stop to the slave trade 
in 1807 and to abolish slavery throughout 
the Empire in 1853,$ 

At the Congress of Vienna, after the defeat 
af Napoleon, Great Britain. through Lord 
Castlereagh, in a spirit of altraism rare in 
those days, persiaded the Europenn powers 
to agree to the suppression of the slave trade 
in their territories, However great Britain's. 
share in the slave trade and in the borrors 
of “the Atkintic passage,” she was making 
amends for the past. She paid the slave 
owners £20,000,000 in compensation. 

Henceforth the Union Jack became the 
symbol of freedom for the black man. 
Throughout the 19th century the Roval Nuvy 
policed the seas and hunted the slavers in 
their lairs east of Suez. 

Tn the present century, Robert Baden- 
Powell) founded the Boy Scour movement, 
which has profoundly influenced the youth 
of many mations. 

Another Englishman who has influenced the 
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life of our times is Wilfred T. Grenfell, who 
gave his life to the service of the inhabitants of 
Labrador. His.example fired many thousands 
of young men throughout the universities of 
the English-speaking world. 


The World of the Spirit 

Tn the world of the spirit, British contri- 
butions to the common heritage haye been 
great. John Wycliffe laid the foundations of 
the Puritanism that was to be Britain's special 
fontribution to religious thowht. He trans- 
lated the Bible with the help of a band of 
“poor priests” and brought Christ's: teaching 
to the humblest villager. 

Britain's on America was madt 
through such men as Robert Browne, founder 
of the Brownists, whose doctrines inspired 
the Pilgrim Fathers, and John Knox, Scottish 
divine and follower of Calvin. 

George Fox, founder of Quakerism, was the 
son of a Puritan weaver: among those whony 
he influenced was William Penn_ 

Tn the following century John Wesley trans- 
formed the very nature of his generation 
(page 401). 

dn the 19th century William Booth and bis 
wife established the Salvation Army atid min- 
isterecl to the unfortunates jn the slums of in- 
dustrial England. Subsequently they extended 
their work throughout the world. 


Britain and Its Stewardship in India 

With the granting of independence to India 
and Pakistan, on August 15, 1947, a greut 
event in world history took place, Great 
Britain, which fer a couple of centuries had 
ruled the Toadlan subcontinent. containing o 
sixth of the human race, passed to its peaples 
I her own free will the control of their own 


Never in history had a great em ina 
moment of victory, relinquished its control 
over its fairest dependency and passed on the 
torch of freedom te the inhabitants. 

That the peoples of India would one day 
be free to decide their future was in fact 
inevitable from the passing of the India Bill 
in 1833. 

Thomas Babington Macaulay, spenking in 
the House of Commons on the measure, pre- 
dicted “that the public mind of tndia may 
expand under our system until it has outgrown 
that system; thar by good government we 
may educate our subjects into a capacity for

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games go back, of course, to very ancient 
times; it is stated that the original inhabitants 
of this island learned how to play foothall 
from the Romans, although our friends across 
the Irish Sea claim that they played a 
form of the game in Treland before Julius 
Caesar set his foot on British soil. 

Edward Uf forbade the game In corise- 
quence of “the great noise in the city caused 
by hustling over large ball Philip Stub, 
two and a half centuries later in his Ananimie 
af Abuses (1585), refers. to football as “a 
develishe pastime ... and hereof groweth 
envy, ranceur, and malice. and sometimes 
brawling. murther, homicide, and great eifu- 
sion of blood, as experience daily teacheth.” 
Certainly the Elizabethons were lusty fellows, 


The Heritage of Sport 


Modem football became widespread in the 
middle of the 19th century. There is a good 
description of the game os played at Rugby 
in Tom Brown's School Days.  Assuctation 
football was first plawed at Cambridge Uni- 
versity. The first foothall contest between 
Britain and the United States was played at 
Yale University between a team of old 
Etonians and Yale. English Rughy was firat 
plaved at Harvard, 

The “Royal and Ancient Game of Gali"— 
“gow?i,” it-was called long ago—is apparently: 
of Dutch origin, but it reached the United 
States from Scotland only toward the end of 
the 19th century, ‘Twa years before the Maye 
fower sailed, James 1 (James VI af Scotland) 
was evidently concerned that his Soottish sub- 
jects were spending toc many “bawbees” in 
importing large supplies ef golf balls from 
Holland; he caused legislation to be passed 
to protect the home industry, for he wrote 
from Salisbury, on August 5, 1018, “Na small 
quantitie of gold and silver is transported 
zeirly |i yearly | out of his Hienes’ king- 
dom of land.” 

James IV and James V of Scotland, areat- 
grandfather and grandfather af James 1 of 
England, were golfers, and sa, upparently, 
was his tnather, ill-fated Mary Queen of Soots, 
Her enemies asserted that such was her in- 
difference to the fate of Darnley, her husband, 
that a few days after his death she “was seen 
playing golf and pall-mall in thé fields bnside 
Seton.” 

Americans took up the game so enthusiasti- 
cally that Walter Travis won the British Ama- 
teur Champlonzhip at Sandwich in Kent in 
1004. Alany other Americans have since won 
this prize, 

Lawn tennis was invented in 1874 by Maj, 
Walter Clopten Wingfield, who took out a 
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patent for a pastime called Sphairistike, de- 
seribed as “a new and improved portable court 
for playing the ancient game of tennis." [is 
popularity grew so rapidly—it was now called 
lawn tennis—that in the following year a 
committee met wt Lord's Cricket Ground and 
drew up a code of rules. In 1877 the all- 
Engtand championships were played at Wim- 
bledon, where the international Gontests still 
tue place. In the United States lawn tennis 
Was played at Nahant, near Boston, within 
ayeur of its invention in England; in 1881 
the United States Lawn ‘Tennis: Association 
was formed and adypted the English rules.

When in April, 1927. the people of the 
United States of America decided to fight 
olongside the Allies on the battlefields of 
Europe, another great moment in history had 
arrived, For the first time the two English- 
speaking Commonwealths were fighting. side 
hy side; some people, among them Walter 
Hines Page, beld that the gremtest outcome of 
World War f was the coming together of the 
English-speaking peoples. 

Tn the secund World War the cooperation 
between our nations was even closer In 
Delhi, in 1943 and 1944, wher going to dis- 
cuss problems with the Sottheast Asia Com- 
mand, under Lord Mountbatten, I never knew 
in advance whether T should be dealing with 
an American or a Briton. The Allied sailors, 
saldiers, and airmen sat together. they worked 
together, they planned together, they suffered

The Roman Wall (a.p. 121-211) 


AS QUR of Britain might well start with 
a visit to the Roman Wall, which 
Stretches 73 miles from the mouth of the Tyne 
to Solway Firth; for the Roman oceupation 
was virtually the beginning of British history. 
About the Celtic ancestors who lived in the 
island before the coming of Julius Caesar 
little is known, 

Most schoolboys know that Julius Caesar 
paid two visits to Britain, in 55 amd 34-5, c. 
He came to punish “the interfering islanders’ 
for coming to the help of their kinsfolk in 
Gaul, ensued “a long forgetfulness of 
Britain” ull Claudius came, a. p. 43, and 
incidentally massacred a number of trouble- 
same Druids. A triumph was staged on Clau- 
dis’s return to Rome, and be was hailed os 
“Britannicus.” 

The Romans luilt walled towns and baths; 
they constructed virtually Indestructible high- 
ways... along which English motorists still 
drive in comfort despite the fact that the raad- 
beds have been in use for 18 centuries: they 
drained fenlands and cut m some forests. 
Tn the Roman settlements the Tending officials 
and warriors had their pleasant villas. with 
“central heating." The hotie of a prominent 
Reman probably was much better heated than 
the houses of the majority of present-day Eng- 
lishmen, 

In Roman Brita the total population 


was probably no more than half a million, 
The largest was London, first mentioned 
by Tacitus, a Celtic name but a Romun foun- 


dation, Scholars who have: studied excaya- 
tons of numerous sites believe that London 
in Roman times bad more stone and brick 
buildings than at any subsequent time until 
after the Great Fire, which laid waste the 
city in 1666, 

We may regard Agricola as the sponsor of 
the Wall, for although it was left to Hadrian 
to constract it, the builder received his in- 
spiration from Agricola, Agricola foresaw 
that the inhabitants on the south ef the herder 
would bave to take strocg measures against 
the Scots and Picts, and therefare he built 
a chain of forts from Tyne to Solway, 

There were in fact Ovo walls, the first built 
by Hadrian, ap, 121-26; the second by 
Severus 85 years later. 

Hadrian visited Britain several years before 
he began his construction. In the British 
Museum can be seen the head of a colossal 
statue of him which was dredged trom the 
bottom of the Riyer Thames below the site 
of London Bridge. 

Hadrian's wall consisted of a “great ditch 
between mounds, called a dalla.” Between 


the vallum and the wall ran a military road, 
Severus rebuilt Hadrian's wall, a.m. 211, and 
replaced the turf ramparts by solid masonry. 

The Wall represents the limit of effective 
Roman occupation, Wis true that under 
Severus, who, “racked with gout, traveled in. 
a Hitter,” the legionaries penetrated as far 
north as Moray Firth; but Severus wisely left 
the inhabitants of Scotland to their own de- 
vices and decided that the Wall should mark 
the northern boundary between the Empire 
and the “barbarians,” 

Like the Great Wall of China, our Wall 
curls up hill and down dale, At irregular in- 
tervals there were great forts wi served 
as camps, barracks, sturehouses, and baths. 
At the fort of Boncovicus can be seen the wheel 
ruts of Roman chariots, similar in measure- 
ment to those at Pompeii, The sight, strangely 
moving, reveals how far-reaching were the 
tentacles wf Imperial Rome. 

Tn some places the vandal has been at work, 
and the stones of the Wall have been used 
In the construction of farmhouses and build- 
ings, Tn other stretches the Wall stands as it 
was in Roman times, climbing up lonely and 
Joity heights, 

It is mot easy to estimate the exact influence 
which the. Roman occupation has had on 
Britain, Probably its permanent effect has 
been much Jess than that caused in France 
and Spain by the presence of Caesar's armies. 
Nevertheless, there are today many British 
families with some Roman blood in their veins, 
for many of the imperial legionaries who came 
under Caesar's banner took to themselves 
native wives. 

Apparently all but afew signs.of the Roman 
occupation had yanished by the time of Alfred 
the Great, Vikings ahd Norsemen bad wrought 
havoc throughout the land. 

By 1066 the islanders had become a mongrel 
race, described by Defoe, in his Trwe-Born 
Englishman, as

Under Hadrian British levies were recruited. 
to serve the Roman Empire. [t is highly prob- 
able that the recruits were offspring of the

The end of the Roman occupation of Brit- 
ain came carly in the fifth century, when Rome 
had ber troubles nearer home and the Emperor 
Honorius decided that the Britons could no 
Jonger rely on the Empire to protect them. 
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Alfred the Great (8487-901)

STATUE HEARING this. inscription 
commands the main street in the liqle 
town of Wantage, Berkshire, where Alfred, 
justly called the Great, was born about $48. 
Although for part of his reign Alfred ruled 
over only Wessex, he laid the foundation for 
a united England and before the close of his 
life wrested London and Canterbury from the 
Danes, 

Fourth and youngest son of King Afthel- 
wulf. he succeeded to the West Saxon throne 
in 871 when his brother 7ithelred was slaitr 
in battle, The blackest hour in the early 
annils of Envland struck in 876 when the 
Dane Guthrum, usurper of the kingship of 
East Anglia, invaded the south const, over 
whelmed Dorsetshire, and took Exeter. 

Caught unprepared by this treacherous vio- 
lation of a trace, Alfred retreated to the 
Somerset fens and threw up an island fort in 
the well-nigh impenetrable marshes, where, un- 
seon, he could watch the movements of the 
enemy. He recruited an army of Hampshire, 
Wiltshire, and Somerset men, using the Danish 
peril to unite his people. When his troops 
were ready, he made a surprise attack on the 
Danes at Ethandun (now Edington) in Wilt- 
shite and defeated them in a pitched battle, 

So signal was_his success that in the Peace 
of Wedmore (879) he forced King Guthrum 
and some of Guthrum’s fallowers to receive 
baptism into the Christian faith, and to with: 
daw from the West Saxon land. Wessex was 
cleared of the Danes, and also Mercia west 
of the Roman Watling Street. Not since the 
Vikings’ first invasion of Englund had the 
Engtish scored so decisive a victory. 

Alfred and his kingdom of Wessex now 
stood forth as the only English power in 
Britain which was stronger than the invaders, 
and je was regarded by the people as their 
champion and deliverer. He had saved his 
kingdom from Scandinavian domination. and 
safeguarded English Christianity, 

Alfred constructed! a new kind of ship better 
able to withstand the Vikings. ‘To him is due 
the conception that Enylane in island realm 
sind must be defended at sea and not on land. 
He regarded the North Sea and the English 
Channel as the national fronti 

There was no end to bis activities, Draw- 
ing on Mosaic experience, he codified the na- 


tion's laws; comparing the low state of culture 
in Wessex with that of the Continent, he de- 
termined to make his capital the greatest seat 
of learning in the island. 

When he came to the throne, he found that 
“neta single priest south of the Thames was 
acquainted with Latin.” He became his own 
translator and editor, anel made available to 
his people the treasures of Latin manuals in 
their own tongue. ‘The Amele-Saxen Chron- 
ide compiled in his reign temains the first 
vernacular history of any Teutonic He. 
‘To him also was due the survival of the first 
English epic, Beoaud/; the Venerable Bede's 
Mistery; and other priceless books. 

His zeal for religion and scholarship prob- 
nbly had its beginning when as a child he was 
taken by his father to Rome and to the court 
of Charles the Hald, King of the West Franks, 
Confirmed, by Pope Leo [IV who, legend says, 
“hallowed him to King.” he had opportunities 
tu observe the measures taken by the pontiff 
for protecting the Eternal City (ram the Sara- 
cens and to meet many literary characters 
of the age, both in Reme and in France. 

He established o school at his court and in- 
sisted that “those whom it is proposed to 
ecucate further and promote to @ higher office 
should be taught Latin,” which at the time 
wns the only well-established literary lan- 
guage, Lamenting his own lack of learning. 
he studied assiduously and asked that “all 
the youth of England of free men... be 
set to dearn .. until they are able to read 
English writing.” 

J. BR. Green places him among the world’s 
greatest men because of “the moral grandeur 
of his life.” “Te is the first instance in the 
history of Christendam of a ruler who put 
aside every personal aim or ambition, to de- 
vote himself wholly to the welfare of those 
whom he had ruled." 

Methedical in the use of his time, he de- 
vised a candle covered by a lantern to meas- 
ure the hours of his busy day. He had infi- 
nite patience with his subjects and was ever 
willing to hear complaints. 

Vike to think of him carrying in his bosom 
“4 Tittle hond-book in which he jotted down 
things as they struck him, now a bit of family 
getiealogy, now a. prayer, now a story. 

The writer of English history may be pardoned 
if he lingers over the figure of the King in 
whose court, at whose impulse, it may be in 
whose very words. English history begins.” 

When Alfred died in 901, his body was 
brought by the monks to the New Minster at 
Winchester, though exactly where he lies in 
the old city Is not known. 
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Lady Godiva (1040-80) 


‘HE SEAL of approval has been set on 

the story nf Lady Godiva by the poet 
Tennyson, by the great English artist 
Sir Edwin Tandseer, whose painting is repro- 
duced in our plate, and by many learned 
scribes, Why question such authority? 

The boundary line between history and 
legend is sometimes hazy. If rationalists were 
permitted to work their iconoclastic will, much 
of the romance of the past would be Jost. 
Critics say that there never was a King Arthur 
who established a Round Table and that the 
legend of Lady Godiva is pure moonshine, 
Nevertheless, modern readers who cate more 
for imagination than cold facts are inclined 
to agree with the Victorian poet R. B. Brough: 


Godiva! Not for cotintless tomas 
Of war's and kingcruit’s leaden hist’ry 
Would £ thy chiprining legend lose 


Or view it in the bloadles hues 
OF fabled myth or myat'ry. 


Godiva is said to have married Leofric a 
quarter of a century before the arrival of 
William the Conqueror in Engkind; she died 
some years before the Domesday survey 
(1085-86). Her husband was ruler of Mercia 
fu] one of the three great earls of the realm, 
Both husband and wife were Mberal bene- 
factors of the Church, 

‘The earliest narrative of the famous ride 
through the streets of Coventry (the skeptics 
say there was no city of Coventry in the 
Vth century), which has eclipsed her fame 
as a benefactress, is given in the Plorey Mis- 
teriarum of Roper of Wendover (died 1237), 
but he relied for his information on a mid- 
12th-century writer. Roger represents Godiva 
“as beguing the release of the villa of Coventry 
from a héavy bondage of toll.” 

Leviric replied, in the oft-quoted words: 
“Mount your horse aaked, and pass through 
the market of the villa, from one end to the 
other, when the people are assembled, and on 
your teturn you shall obtain what you ask." 

Attended by two soldicrs, Godiva, as ‘Tem 
son says, “rode forth, clothed on with chastity, 
her flowing tresses serving as scant covering. 
Leofric was overcame with admiration of ber 
selfless act and granted the release by charter 
—s) runs the tale, 

‘The writer of the article on Leofric in the 
Dictionary of National Biography comes to the 
defense of the supposedly cruel husband of 
the heroic Indy. Citing evidence of Leefric’s 
seemly behavior on other occasions, he declares 
that the man’s character alone proves that the 
tale of his boorish conduct is aw absurdity. 

Tn a thiwel report written in 1634, the 
“white Steed” is intraduced, “She purchased 
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and redeemed their Inst infringed libertics and 
freedoms, and obttined remission of heavy 
tributes imposed upon them, by undertaking 
a hard and unseemly task, which was to ride 
naked openly at high noon day through the 
city on a milk-white steed, which she willingly 
performed, according to her lord's strict in- 
junction, It may be very well discussed here 
whether his hatred or his love exceeded. Her 
fair long hair dicl much offend the wanton's 
lacing eye.” 

Another 17th-century story says: “But 
about the midst of the Citty her horse neighed, 
whereal one desirous to see the strange Case 
Jett downe a Window, and looked out, for 
which fact or for that the horse did neigh, 
4s the catse thereof, Though all the Towne 
were Franchised, yet horses were not toll- 
free tn this day.” 

Concerning “peeping Tom,” a Latin epistle 
published in the Gentleman's Magdsine a 
ab century.or so later reports: “A groom of the 
countess dared to yinlate ber commands, ‘The 
countess’s horse, on discovering {ts trainer 
through the winsows, set up neighing, and 
50 betrayed the scoundrel.” 

An obliging traveler in 1782 supplies yet 
further information: “Legend says that, previ- 
aus to her ride, all the inhabitants were or- 
dered, on pain of death, to shut themselves up 
during the time; but that the curiosity of a 
certain taylor, overcoming fear, took a single 
peep; which is commemorated even at pres 
tnt, by a figure looking out of a wall in the 
great street. ‘To this day, the love of Godiva 
to the city is anmually remembered by a pro- 
cession: and a valiant faé still rides in silk, 
closely fitted to her limbs, and of colowr 
emulating their complexion.” 

In the 19th century skepticism about Lady 
Godiva was rife; perhaps neighboring cities 
were fenlous of Coventry’s proud heritage as 
the place where “the perfect model of an 
Anglo-Saxon lady" acquired immortal fame, 

Moncure D, Conway, the American preacher 
and author who saw the Landseer painting at 
the Royal Academy in 1866, wrote of his 

FeRSIONS: 

“The Lady's elderly duenna js represented 
turning her head aside from the nude lady 
and shutting her eves tightly. There iso look 
an this domestic’s face which says plainly, 
‘Lawash my eves clean of all such improper 
conduct: and before T would do such a thing, 
eyery man, wornin, and child in. Coventry 
should broken he on the wheel!’ Everyone 
who looks at the picture smiles: but all see in 
her, rather than the mounted lady, the repre: 
sentative of the womanhood of England.’” 
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Daniel Defoe 


g I “4 DEFOE'S genius newspapers owe the 
discovery of two features used to this 
day—the interyiew and the lead editorial, He 
was in fact the first real news reporter in the 
modern sense. With a remurkable “nose for 
nows” he collected stories wherever he went, 
Daniel Defou’s masterpiece. Robinson Cru- 
swe, 15 one of the few books in any language 
to remain popular for more than two centuries, 
AM the time of its publicution in 1719 it went 
through four editions in as many months, and 
new and ever more elaborate editions have 
been coming out ot frequent intervals ever 
since. One of the more recent is illustrated 
with paintings by the late N, ©. Wyeth, 
American artist, whose picture of Crusne’s 
nuft is reproduced in our plate. The story 
has been translated into virtually all modern 
Innguages, 

Despite its dime-novel plot, boresome mor- 
ailizing, and total lack, of love interest, it 
Stands out as one of the most vivid and 
gripping adventure tules ever written. It is 
not, however, as some enthusiasts have called 
the first English novel; for ft does not, 
a true novel. subordinate incident to char- 
acter portrayal. Tn it the exciting adventures 
are of paramount importance, and observa- 
tions on the hero's character are confined to 
plows soliloquies, 

The story is founded on the experiences of 
the sailor Alexander Selkirk, who, after being 
mardoned for five years in the Juan Ferndndes 
Tslands off the coast of Chile, was picked up 
by a British vessel and brought back to Enz- 
land in 1709. According to Selkirk's own 
statement, he lent his notes to Defoe, but 
the shifty Defoe denied this, averring that 
he bad written the story of Cragoe in 1708 
before Setkirk’s return. Defoe’s romance— 
incidentally, it covers 35 years instead of the 
five of Selkirk’s jence—teads neverthe- 
Jess us if it hod been taken right out of a 
sailor's log. 

As proved in the Journal af the Plagne Year 
and Memos of a Covelier, Defoe had the 
newspaper reporter's knack of giving apparent 
eye-witness details of all events and scenes 
he recorded, even though he was describing 
things he had never seen, He doubtless bor- 
rowed from Selkirk’s notes, but most of Cru- 
see's adventures were pure fiction. 

The chief charm of the story lies in the 
fact that it is absolutely true to life, Putting 
himself in the place of an English sgilor 
marooned on a desert island, and luring the 
reader to do likewise, Defoe made Crusoe 
live like an Englishman wresting from harsh 
Nature with his own hands all the things 
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necessary to comfortable living. Rousseau 
called the book the best treatise on education 
ever written. 

Son of a London butcher named Foe, the 
author of Rebinson Crasoe retained bis fumily 
name until he was about 40 vears old, when 
be began to sign himself Defoe. He lived 1 
varied and turbuleat threescore and ten years, 
passing from poverty to riches and back to 
penury, from wealthy tile manufacturer to 
penniless hack writer, from jailhird 1 papular 
newspaper editor, from fugitive from justice 
to secret agent of the Crown. Whether Whigs 
or ies were in the ascendancy, he usually 
contrived to find employment with the ruling 
fewer; iut his dupticiy was made public at 
length, 

He published in 1702 The Shortest Way 
with the Dissenters, x violently satirical pam- 
phlet supporting rights of free churches-against 
the “high flyers,” as he called Anglicans and 
Tories, So characteristically realistic was the 
satire, recommen ling that all dissenting minis 
ters be put to death and their followers exiled, 
that both factions took it Mterall Defoe 


was promptly arrested for seditious libel and 
sentenced to be fined, exposed in the pillory 
for three days, and imprisuned for an indefi- 
nite term.

Jeurnal af the Plague Voor, 

No other ritish writer save perhups Sir 
Walter Scott has approacher! Defoe in volume 
of Gterary output. In his more than 200 
works there is an astonishing variety of theme 
and treatment; but all are written in the 
newspaperman’s simple normative style, and all 
are distinguished for intense realism, 

Jonathan Swift, brilliant contemporary of 
Defoe, published his original Gulliver's Travels 
in 17206, 
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Christopher Wren (1632-1723); Robert Boyle (1627-91) 


HRISTOPHER WREN has been called 

the English Leonardo da Vinei, Besides 
being our architect of greatest achievement, 
be was philusopher, astronomer, prolific in- 
ventor, and skilled mathematician, 

He will always be remembered with grati- 
wade for the part he played in rebuilding Lon- 
don after the Great Fire which swept away 
the city as it was in Shakespeare's time. 

America as well as England benelited by 
his work: for he designed the oldest femic 
building in the United States, at the College 
of William and Mary, Williamsburg, Virginia, 
and his ideas largely influenced Willlam Penn's 
plan for Philadelphia. 

It has been suggested by some scholars that 
the radiating street. plan adopted fur Anniap- 
olis, Maryland, and incorporated into the 
L’Enfant plan for Washington, D. C,, owed. 
its inception to the tradition of Wren's work, 

Because of delicate health, Wren received 
his carly training at home. His father, the. 
rector of East Knovle, Wiltshire, possessed 
some skill in designing buildings; but the son 
at first showed no desire to tke up archi- 
feoture a5 a profession, He was protessor of 
astronemy at Gresham College when Charles 
LL induced bim to turn bis back oo his-studies 
of the sky and become assistant sutveyor 
general, 

As i child Wren possessed exceptional 
brain power, When he was 15, learned mathe- 
miticians conversed with him as with an equal, 

His versatility was amazing, John Evelyn 
fells us of a visit to Oxford, where he found 
“that prodigious young <cholar” at work on 
the production of ‘a pavement, harder, fairer, 
and cheaper, than marble.” 

The Great Fire which mged from Seprem- 
ber 2-6, 1666, and destroyed “Shakespeare's 
London” gave Wren, us virtual surveyor- 
general, his great opportunity, On Septem- 
ber 12, almost before the embers had crased 
to glow, Wren laid before the King his plan 
for the rebuilding of the city—perhaps the 
greatest conception pf his life. 

To this day Londoners are paying for the 
sins of omi oo of their forefathers, whe 
failed to seize so wnique 4 chance of making 
the capital the best laid out city in Europe. 
Wren introduced entirely new ideas in town 
planning; his scheme provided for a series of 
wide streets radiating from a central space. 

Only a Napoleon would have been able to 
fore through sa great a project. Alas, it 
wis too much to expect of a generation 
that had suffered {rom the Civil War, the 
Great Plague, and the Great Fire, (nly a 
few of Wren's proposals were carried out, 
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London had to put up with second best, 
and Wren threw himself with enthusiasm into 
the tremendous undertaking of rebuilding St. 
Paul's, 50 parish churches; 36 halls of city 

and much else besides. For the 
task of planning and supervising the building 
of St. Paul's and the churches he asked a 
stipend of only £300 per annum, preferring 
public service to-any private advantage, 

His greatest year was 1669, for he was in- 
volved in the plans for St, Paul's and with the 
designs of 17 churches. As late as 1710, at 
the age of 78, he still had himself pulled up in 
a basket to the dome of St. Paul's, and there 
he would sit for hours supervising the wark, 
He was 90 when he crowned his career with 
the tower of St. Michael's. 

Wren passed most of his time during his last 
years ina house at Hanspsten Court. 

Re was accustomed to drive to St, Paul's 
from time to time, and while sitting under 
the great dome to reilect upon the many 
hopes and disappointments involved in the 
completion of his mighty undertaking, 

On Ils last visit, in his ninety-first year, 
he caught a chill, His servant found him 
after his return home apjurentiy asleep in 
his chair; the great heart of Christopher Wren 
bad ceased fo heat, It was a peaceful end 
for the “loving, gentle, modest" genius whom

Op his tomb in St. Puul's his successor 
caused an epitaph to he engraved, ending: 

“Si monumentum requiris, circumspice.” 
(TE you require a monument, look around.) 

Contemporary with Wren was Robert Boyle, 
wha has been called the founder of modern 
chemistry, In the English-speaking world he 
is credited with discovery of “Boyle's law''— 
that the volume of 3 gas varies inversely as 
the pressure exerterl on it in a closed chamber 
at constant temperature, A son of Richard 
Hoyle, Earl of Cork, be and Wren were leaders 
in founding the Royal Society. Boyle studied 
the part played by air in the propagation of 
sound, the ex; ‘ive power of freezing water, 
crystals. elect , anil specific gravities and 
refractions. During the reign of Charles 
he helper! raise Britain to a foremost place 
among European nations in experimental 
science. 

Though busy with science, Boyle studied 
enough theology to ear church order had he 
elected, He read Scriptures in Hebrew, Greek, 
vriac amt liought costly Biblical trans- 
His will provided for the Boyle lec- 
tures to prove Christianity against unl ors, 
but forbade mention in. them of controversies 
between Christizns,

the schoulboy with no liking for hooks, whese 
mind ten years later was wandering with cam- 
plete assurance among the problems and 
enlgmas of the heavenly bodies, and who was 
0 achieve thereby immortal fame? 

He mare known ta a world which still be= 
Hewed in witchcraft the Lins of gravitation, 
and hy his experiments with the spectrum dis- 
covered that light consists of rays differently 
refrangille. His amazing intellect worked nat 
as if by magic astronomical problems that had 
puavled the astronomer Edmund Halley. 

Tsaac Newton, a puny and premature infant, 
was born on Christmas Day ot Woelsthorpe 
Manor near Colsterworth, Lincolnshire, in the 
veor that witnessed the outhrenk of the Civil 
War between Cayalier and Roundbead, New- 
ton's father, a substantial yeoman farmer, 
died before his son's birth” The House is 
now preserved as a national heritage, thanks 
to the Pilgrim Trust, founded by the American 
philanthropist, the late Edward S. Harkness, 

‘Three years after her husband's death New- 
tan’s mother married the Reverend Barnabas 
Smith, whose parish lay in another part af the 
county, and Tittle Isaac was left in the charge 
of his eranedmother. 

AL the age of twelve he was sent to Gran- 
tham Grammar School, a shy ond. retiring 
boy, When a school bully taunted him, how- 
ever, the unexpected happened. Youny New- 
ton thrashed the bully. ‘That serap was the 
turning pelnt in his career. Within twa years 
he was head of the school. 

At sixteen he left schoal to become a {i 
like his father, and to look after the family 
estate. Fortunately for mankind, Isaac did not 
like country pursuits. He was sent hack to 
school to prepare for Trinity College, Cam- 
ridge. There his interest in mathematics 
Was quickentd by Tsaac Barrow, whom he wis 
destined one day to succeed. 

When the plague brought learning at Cam- 
bridge to a standstill, Newton, then 22, re- 
turne| home and in two wonder years began 
his series of great disciweries in physi 

“T began,” he wrote, “to think of gravity 
extending to the orb of the Moon 2. . haying 
thereby compared the force requisite to keep 
the Moon in her orb with the force of gravity 
at the surface of the earth, and found the an- 
swer pretty nearly, All this was in the two 
plague years 1665 ond 1666, for in thase years 
| was in the prime of age for invention, and 
minded Mathematicks and Philosophy more 
(han at any time since.” 

Prof. Sherwood Taylor savs that in these 
Years Newton arrived at the binomial theorem, 


the differential calculus (or ‘fluxions" as he 
called it), the principle of universal grayita- 
tion, and the connection of color and refraction 
—although he did not publish his discoveries 
for many years, 

Halley visited Newton at Cambridge and 
Teported to the Royal Society that Mr. New- 
ton bad showed him a curious treatise con- 
ferning motion, and that he had requested 
Newton tn communicate with the Society, 
This Newton did the following year. 

‘The incident was the beginning of the Royal 
Society's interest In Newton's monumental 
work, Philosophie Naturalis Principia Mathe- 
matica, which was printed by Samuel Pepys, 
then president of the Society. 

His most important contribution to scien- 
tific thought was his exposition of the plan 
‘of the solar system and the principles by Ae 
it was to be understood, Copernicus wus re- 
sponsible for the heliocentric system jn 1543, 
Galilko “had given visual evidence that sup- 
ported this. view.’ ‘Kepler “had discovered 
the ellipticity of the planetary orbits and the 
lows that govern their motions." Newton 
drew inspiration from all these seers and in 
Principia completed thelr work, 

At Cambridge be had delivered the lectures 
describing his optical experiments, made on a 
prism he bought at Stourbridge Fair in 1666— 
the discoveries which led to his theary af light. 

When Newton gave up his Cambridge: pra- 
fessorship, he came to live in London, and, in 
1703, he was elected president of the Royal 
Society. “This position he filled with great 
profit to it until his death 24 years later, 

His investigations into the order of Nature 
ed his reverence for God. At the height 
of his fame he modestly said: To myself 1 
seem to have boen as a child picking up stones 
on the sea-shore and diverting myself in now 
and then finding a smoother pelle or a pret- 
tier shell than ordinary, while the great ocean 
of truth ny wll undiscovered before me." 

Although Newton's three great laws of 
motion are still as ancurate as ever for the 
purposes of our workaday world, Einstein's 
thenries of relativity have altered somewhat 
ottr concept of the universe as a whole, New- 
ton's laws showed the universe to le a vast 
interlocking machine which obeyed the uni- 
yersal “forve” of gravitation. Space was a 
fixed frame of reference through which motion 
of a heavenly body could be measured ab- 
solutely, a3 a ship's motion ean be treasured 
through the sea, 

finsisin has shown that nothing in the 
universe is fixed and immovable, that the 
motion of any one borly is merely relative 
to other bodies which also are in motion, 
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James Wolfe (1727-59) 


O* SEPTEMBER 13, 1759, General 
James Wolfe took Quebec from the 
French General Montealm and by his victory 
insured the supremacy of the English-speaking 
race in North America, Both Wolfe and 
Montcalm lost their lives in that battle, which 
sume historians call the most important ever 
fought on American soil, 

Born in 1727 in the villyge of Westerham, 
Keat, Wolfe became a soldier before he was 
fourtéen; his commission as second lieutenant 
in his father’s old regiment, the Marines, was 
signed by George IL in 1741, Soldiering was 
in his blowd At the age of 16 he fought at 
Dettingen, where his horse was shot under 
bin and, a be tells acs, he had “to de the duty 
of an adjutant all that and the next day, on 
foot in a pairof heavy boots," 

Wolfe, who was tall and slight and had 
dish hair, admitted that he wa: whint: 
sort of person,” As-a commanding officer he 
was just, although a believer in di 
His nature was a mixture of method and dash. 
All through his short career he was an om- 
nivorous reader of military history. He suc- 
cessfully developed a form of guerrilla warfare 
in the capture of Louisburg. and smilingly 
plained his tactics by saying he had learned the 
tuctics from the reading of Xenophon. 

Once when the Duke of Newcastle ran to 
tell George {1 that Wolfe was mad, the king, 
endowed with shrewdness in addition to a sense 
of humor, remarked, “Mad is he? Then | hope 
he will bite some of my generals.” 

On Wolfe's return to England after the cape 
ture of Louisburg, Pitt offered him the com- 
mand, with the rank of major general, af the 
espedition to be sent up the St. Lawrence, 
and he selected Guy Carleton and Isaac Barré 
as his chief! staff officers. Barré at the time 
of the American Revolution, 20 years later, 
championed the cause ef the Colonies in Par- 
lisment. 

Wolfe sailed from Spithead on February 14, 
1759, to achieve a feat that would change 
the destinies of a hemisphere. Three armies 
were to converge on eastern Canada, and 
‘Wolfe's part was ty capture Quebec, a prac- 
tically impregnable fortress, thanks to its 
lowering position on the St, Lawrence, Not 
only natural difficulties of great magnitude 
confronted him; but, like Napoleon in Russia, 
he was fighting with “General Winter,” for the 
St. Lawrence becomes icebound early. 

‘Time was: the dominating factor. The weeks 
passed; Wolfe made two attempts, but they 
ended in failure, He fell il! and was despand- 
ent, As late us August 19 the omens were 
unfavorable, and news of his illness spread 


dismay among his men. ‘There were even 
vumors that he was dying, 

“T know perfectly well vou cannot cure my 
complaint,” he said to his surgeon, “but patch 
me up su that T may be able to do my duty 
for the next few days.”* 

On August 31 be wrote to his mother: “My 
antagonist has wisely shut himself up in in- 
ecessible entrenchments so that T can't get at 
him without spilling a torrent of blood, and 
that perhaps to little purpose.” 

On September 9 he wrote in a dispatch to 
the Government in England: “My constitution 
is entirely ruined, without the consolation of 
having done any considerable service to the 
Sute, or without any prospect of it,” 

No wonder that the dispatch cast gloom 
wver Whitehall The Duke of Newcastle 
wrote, “Mr, Pitt, with reason, gives it all over, 
and declares so publicly.” 

Without confiding in anyone, however, 
Wolfe hud conceived a plan. He had been 
examining with a telescope the plateau behind 
the city of Quebec, upstream, and espied a 
narrow path by which men could climb up the 
cliffs from the river bank. 

Never suspecting that an attack from this 
quarter was feasible, Montealm had stationed 
only & hundred men at the post there; vet 
the enterprise could hardly have been more 
risky. Wolfe had written to a colleague two 
weeks before: “My fll health hinders me from 
executing my pwn plan; it isof too desperate 
4 nature to order others to. execute.” 

‘On September 12 he wrote to his troops. 
“The officers ind men will remember what 
their country expects from them"—a fore- 
runner of Nelson's Trafalgar message. 

In the dead of night, Wolfe led his men 
Stealthily up the path from L'Anse au Fou- 
Jon, and by zero hour on September 13 they 
were drawn up on the Heights of Abraham, a 
force of 4,500, ready to give battle. The 
victory was complete, but both Wolfe and 
Moniteatm were mortally wounded. 

Wounded three times—the final bullet 
pierced his breast—Wolfe was helped to the 
rear by some grenadiers. An officer, standing 
by his dying leader, exclaimed, “They cun! 1 
protest, they runt” 

Wolfe murmured, “Who run?” 

“The enemy, Sir,” was the reply. 
they give way everywhere!" 

Turning on his side, Wolle exclaimed, 
“Now, God be praised. T die happy!”

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William Blackstone (1723-80) 


IAM BLACKSTONE'S — greatest 
contribution to the English-speaking 
peoples is his codification of English law, 
which at the time he began his work he found 
“a huge irregular pile, with many noble aparct- 
ments though awkwardly put together.” In 
1733 he began to deliver the series of lectures 
responsible for his success, and fram them ulti- 
matoly emerged his Commentaries, undoubt- 
edly one of the most influential books in the 
English language, 

Blackstone's influence has been greater in 
the United States than in England, because 
the beok oppeared at a psychological moment 
in American history, Abraham Lincoln read 
the four volumes in 1835 and said: “The mare 
T read, the more intensely interested [ becaine: 
never in my whole life was my mind go thor- 
ouzhly absorled. 1 read until] 1 devoured 
them.” 

Blackstone was born in Cheapside, London. 
His Wiltshire-born grandfather, an apothecary 
in Newgate Street, married the daughter of w 
Wiltshire squire Blackstone's mother died 
when he was twelve, and at an early age be 
was sent to Charterhouse. and subsequently 
te Osford University, When he was twenty, 
he was elected a fellow of All Soufk—'The 
College of All) Faithful Departed Souls,” 0 
unique foundation established in the refgn 
of Hearse V to pray for the souls of those 
who fell in the wars of Henry and his son 
against France, 

A fellow Middle Templar, Charles Viner, 
had endowed a professorship of the laws 
of England st Oxford, Blackstone's chance 
came when he was uppointed to the Vinerian 
professorship, In his first lecture he declared 
that the Englishman “better be a stranger to 
the Roman than to the English Institutions: 
that the laws of England should be taught to 
all Englishmen und not merely to law stu- 
dents.” 

Blackstone's lecture attracted immediate 
and wide attention. “To the future George TL, 
then Prince of Wales, they were read by his 
taentor Lord Bute. ‘They soon became well 
Known in the American Colonies and were 
mentioned in correspondence between Jol 
Adams and Jonathan Sewull, 

In 1761 Blackstone 
(Clitherow, “wi 
teen years in the enjoyment of the purest 
domestic and conjugal felicity,” 

After his marriage he purchased Priory 
Park in the pleasant little town of Wallingford 
ot the Thames: of which he had been recorder 
since 1749, His family was reared there. 
Sir William does not quite ft into the setting 


married 


of an 18th-rentury squire, for he disliked 
any form of outdoor exercise and devoted 
most of his time to reading. Small wonder 
that he suffered from gout. 

Blackstone's interest in prison reform is, 
naturally, not so well known as his authorship 
of the Commentarics. His experience of the 
Taw aroused in him a passionate desire to ini- 
prove the conditions of English prison life, 
Unlike the majority in his day. when there 
were 200 capital offenses, he did not regard 
severity of punishment as a deterrent of 
ctime, When John Howard published his 
famius report on prison reform, Bliockstote 
Strongly supported him, 

‘The fourth and final volume af the Com- 
mentarics, which appeared in 1769, met with 
the approval of George MT because Blackstone 
exalted the rowal prerogative and “held chat 
the American plantations were subject to the 
control of Parliament.” 

Blackstone has been accused by some critics 
of being ultraconservative in outluek. He was 
rather a firm believer in the British Constitu- 
tion and “an advocate af moderate reform 
hased on experience.” 

“The indictment of George TIT in the 
Declaration of Independence is well sup- 
ported,” writes the American biographer, 
David A, Lockmiller, “hy Blackstone's de 
scription. of the rlzhts of Englishmen, anel it 
wos for these rights... that the patriots 
were contending . .. Regardless of his per- 
sonal sentiments. he had acquainted the 
Americans of their rights a5 Englishmen, and 
the patriot leatiers, apparently forgetting or 
ignoring other parts of the Comoentaries, 
asserted these rights against George LT, and 
his fumbling Ministers . . . Although the 
Revolutionary War freed the United States 
from British control, the law of England 
remained to protect and to serve the people 
af the new country.” 

Tn 1924, when the American Bar Association 
presented to the Britizh bar a stare of Black- 
stone, George W. Wickersham, chairman of 
the English-Speaking Union of the United 
States, made a speech which has special 
meaning for us today, After referring tu the 
reverence of the English-speaking peoples * 
liberts' regulated tie daw," be concluded: 
“Let it” [the statue] “stand here’ [in the 
Law Courts in London] “as a symbol of 
that law and justice upon which rests the 
entine fabric of civil liherte Let it stand 
bete as the symbol of the ties which unite 
the peoples of ati: respective countries in 
devotion to the common ideals of free ten 
of English speech.’* 
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Michael Faraday (1791-1867) 
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THER OF THE AGE OF ELEC- 
TRICITY” ig a title that may be prop- 
erly conferred upon Michael Faraday. In 
1831 he gave te the workd the epoch-malking 
wiscowery that an elecirie current can induce 
another current in a different cirguit- 

Every electric motor and dinamo in use 
today operates upon this principle, electro- 
magnetism, When a bar magnet is moved 
neat or through the center of a coil of wire. 
a current flows through the wire, although 
the wire andl magnet are not connected, When 
the magnet is moved back and forth, the 
current in the wire changes ite direction of 
flow accordingly. Likewise, if a coil of wire 
through which a current is flowing is moved 
in the vici of another coil, a current will 
flow momentarily through the sseand coil, 

Faraday was bort at Newington Butts, now 
apart of London, the son of a blacksmith. 
He once said; “I love a sinith’s shop and 
everything related to smithery, My father 
was a smith.” 

Young Faraday wax apprenticed to Riebaut, 
wonews ugent and bookbinder for whom he at 
rst delivered papers, A customer, a Mr, 
Thinee, enabled the boy to hear a lecture by 
Sir Humphry Davy at the Royal Institution, 
and Faraday was enthralled, He kept notes of 
the lectures, which he illustrated and bound 
amd, on his emplovet's advice, ent to Davy, 

In afterlife Faraday wrote: “When | was 
8 bookseller’s apprentice, 1 was very fond of 
experiment. and very averse to trade. My 
desire to escape from trade . . induced me 
mt last to take the bold and simple step of 
writing to Sir Humphry Davy.” 

Qn December 24, 1812. a knock on the 
door announced Davy’s conachman with a note 
asking Faraday to call-at the Royal Tnstitu- 
tion the next day, and he was hited by Davy 
at a weekly wage of 25 chillings 

Six montis later Davy took Faraday as his 
secretary -assistant on a Enropean tour, during 
which he consorted with the leading scientists 
of the dav. This tour, priceless ty Faraday, 
took for bitn the place of a university (raining. 

Faraday worked out his problems for the 
sheer joy of solving them, leaving to others 
any practical applic Onee, after he had 
given a public demonstration of the induction 
of electric currents, a lady inquired what use- 
ful service could come of it. In reply, the 
physicist sskecl, 1 you tell me what is 
the use of a newhotn baby?” 

It is interesting that the American Joseph 
Henry, Secretary of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, working independently, had made the 
same basic discovery as Faraday and perhaps 
even earlier, though Faraday. was the first te 
publish his findings. Years later, on a visit 


to England, Henry’s superlative laboratory 
technique drew from the watching Faraday 
the spontaneous and delighted tribute of a 
shout, “Hurrah for the Yankee!” 

In proving the definite and measurable 
chemical action of electri Faraday coined 
a vocabulary, including such words as ‘elec- 
trode,” “electrolyte.” “anion.” “cation,” “an- 
ode,” and “cathode, which. indispensable 
today, suggest the vast results of his research. 

His discovery of benzene in [825 gowe to 
subsequent organic chemists. the first of a 
series of coal-tar hydrocarbons. 

The concept of the “magnetic field. the 
lines if force surrounding a magnet, also was 
worked out by Faraday. He studies steel 
alloys. produced new kinds of optical glass. 
and did important work on the Hqwefaction 
Of gases. Faraday was associated! with the 
Royal Institution for 54 years, becoming 
director of the laboratory in 1825: He refused 
a knighthood, preferring to remain “plain 
Michael Faraday to the last.” 

Closely associated with Faraday are the 
names of two other British scientists of first 
rank, Sir Humphry Dayy (page 327) and 
James Clerk Maxwell. 

Davy (1778-1829), as professor of chemis- - 
try at the Royal Institution, recognized Fara- 
day's genius and opened the world of science 
to him. Born at Penzance, Cornwall, he first 
Was apprenticed to a surgeon-apothecary be- 
fore becoming interested in chemistry. 

He Ie most noted for his invention of the 
miner's safety lamp, which put an end to the 
disastrous explosions of firedamp gus set off 
by the open flames of lamps in mines, He 
found that a metal streen with small aperttires 
placed over the fame would prevent explosions 
from being touched off. Lamps of this type 
are still in general use in mines to test for 
the presence of firedamp, 

Davy also discowered the anesthetic prop- 
erties af nitrous oxide, known as “hiuehing 

as.” by experimenting with its effects upon 
himell. He was the first to isolate potassium 
and sodium by punning electrical currents 
through solutions, ‘This Inid the groundwork 
for the process of electrals the tearing apart 
of substances by electricity, in wide use today 

Davy discovered five new elements. 

James ‘Clerk Maxwell (1831-1879) was 
the first to show theoretically that electro 
magnetic waves are propagated through space 
at the speed of light, All radio communici- 
Lian, television, ant radar are basec! it essence 
on work inspired by Maxwell's pioneering 
theories. Born in Edinburgh, Maxwell di- 
rected the founding of the Cavendish Labora- 
tory at Cambridge University, where he was 
professor of experimental physics, 
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Charles Darwin (1809-82) 


HE REMARKABLE FACT about Dar- 

vin i=—how un-Darwinimn! ‘This frail, 
scholarly scion of two famous families (his 
grandfathers were the scientist Erasmus Dar- 
win and Josiah Wedgwood, the great English 
artist-potter) wis far removed infeed from 
any conception of a creature that could fight 
its way up from the jungle 

Darwin proved tevond reasonable doubt 
‘hit man, lie all living things, is a product 
of natural-selection through what he called 
“survival of the fittest.” 

How troubled Darwin must have been when 
the whole structure of theolugy was shattered 
by his simple thesis that man was a child of 
animal evolution, subject to the same processes 
of merdification as other of Nature's animals: 
hot fuller from Adam, but risen—if such could 
be the right word for evolutionary descent— 
from the ope. 

Darwin the patient naturalist. as the re- 
sultant of the Darwin and Wedgwood breed 
lines, exemplified in his own person the fact 
that, walike the wild animals, man ¢an com 
sciously control his own evolution if he so 
wishes. 

After taking bis degree at Cambridge in 
1831, Darwin volunteered to accompany a 
surveying expedition on ALM\S, Beagle to 
circumnavigate the Southern Hemisphere. 
He felt he was too physically sensitive to 
follow his father’s prolession of physician (an 
unanesthetized child bound to the opernting 
table drove him from the building with its 
shrieks}; the only possible useful knowledge 
he possessed wis a grounding in geology and 
the sense of geologic time. 

And his strength proved Warely able tu sur- 
vive the five veurs at sea. which marked him 
for a lifetime of jain. Nature would have 
culled him as a imistake if it had not been for 
‘Ais cousin-and-wife Emma’‘s constant sacrifice, 
Every sentence written into Darwin's note 
books marked an hour ora day which Emma 
had! given to guarding his failing strength. 

Thus sheltered in infinite lelsure and care, 
the invalid Darwin confided to a private note- 
hodk and even-mure-private letters the evely- 
ing theory which the ishand-isoluted fife on 
the Galipagos group bad first set stirring 
within him, 4 theory which be knew: would 
murder many established scientific concepts. 
He might well have died without the world 
ever being the wiser [Hf in 1838 he 
hod not received suddenly in his country 
retreat at Downe House in Kent a letter from 
a professional plant collector, Alfred Russell 
Wallace, written from Ternate in the Malay 
Archipelago. In this letter Wallace had ser 


down some theses: “There is no limit of 
variability to a species, ns formerly suppased_ 

‘The life of wild animals is a struggle for 
existence. » » - Usefill variations will tend ta 


inerense. . ” Superior wurieties willultimately 
extirpate the original species” He asked for 
comments 


Darwin wrote fo his friend, the famous 
geologist Charles Lyell: “Wallace has today 
sent me the enclosed. . . . I never saw a more 
coincidence: if Wallace had my MS. 
iiten out in 1842, he could not have 
mnde a better short abstract!" 

Had Darwin been the king of a scientific 
Jungle, here he should have felt it necessary 
to forestall the youry challenger by hastening 
into print for the prize of “prior publication.” 
But Darwin was most un-Darwinian. He 
wrote: “I should be extremely glad how to 
publish a sketch of my general views in abowt 
a dozen pages wr so; but T cannot persuade 
myself that I could do so honourably. , .. 1 
would fur rather burn my whole book than 
thot he or any other man should think that 
J had behaved in a paltry spirit,” 

Acting on their own responsibility, Darwin's 
friends, Lyell and Joseph Hooker, presented 
before the Linnean Society on July t, 1838, 
and then published, the joint papers of Wal- 
Ince and Darwin, A year later Darwin filled 
in the details in his book Origin af Species. 
It cleaved the thought of Britain and the 
traditional civilized world in twain. Nothing 
about Nature would ever look quite the same 


‘The author of The Descent of Man was 
not te proud to make his last published 
book the -study of how each inch of the 
enrih’s surface loam bas passed and will pass 
again thronych the bowels of earthworms, No 
life was too lowly for him to learn from. 

Darwin's account of his voyage, with his 
descriptions of the people, matural history, 
and geology of South America and of Pucifie 
and Atlantic islands, makes his Vowrge af the 
Beagle even today a most entertaining narr- 
tive. He concludes: “A traveller should be 
a botanist, for in all views plants form the 
chief embellishment.” 

During the years that Darwin was putting 
the finishing touches on his theories, Gregor 
Mendel, an obscure Austrian monk, was cis- 
fovering in his experiments with hybrid peas 
the niechanism of heredity which was un- 
known to Darwin, 

This forced abandonment of some of Dar- 
win'’s ideas and modification of others, but 
modem geneticists have placed on an even 
sounder basis the central concept of evolution, 
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Cecil Rhodes (1853-1902) 


S A DIAMOND “digger” at the age of 
24, Cecil Rhoiles passed many months on 

o solitary trek. om Toot of ott an ox wagon, 
exploring the hinterfand of Cape Culony. He 
was thinking out, as he toiled in South Africa, 
both his own future and the future of man- 
kind. Before he had amassed his great for- 
tune, he made a will disposing o! 


In his will Rhodes mukes his “Confes- 
sion of Faith; “It often strikes a man to in- 
quite what is the chief good in life; to one 


the thought comes that it is a happy marriage, 
fo another 4 great wealth, and as each seizes 
on the idea; for that he more or less works for 
the rest of his existence. To myself, thinking 
over the same question, the wish came to me 
to render myself useful to my country, . - 

‘The young Englishman had (wet ob. 
jects: to promote the welfare of the British 
Commonwealth, and to unite the whole Eng- 
lish-spenaking race, which he regarded as “one 
of the chief of God's chosen engines for execut- 
ing coming improvements in the lot of man- 
kind.” Ta him it was a matter of indifference 
whether the capital of the English-speaking 
world was in Washington or London; as modus 
civondi be suggested alternating terms of five 
years for Washington and London as the su- 
preme seat of government. 

The son of a country vicar, of yeoman stock, 
Rhodes was born at Bishop's Stortiord, in 
Hertfordshire. His health broke down when 
he wis only 14, years old, and he suffered from 
heart trouble-all his life. Im 1870 he was sent 
ont to Natal to join his eldest brother, Merbert, 
who was growing cotton. Diamonds had just 
heen discovered near Kimberley, and Herbert 
Rhodes joined the rush for the diggings, leay- 
ing his young brother to wind up affairs on 
the farm, 

Just a year after his urrival, Rhodes, a tall, 
shy youth, set out for Kimberley with an ox- 
drawn Scotch cart, a pickax, a shovel, a Greek 
and a wellthumbed copy of Marcus

Aurelius. 
wealth were the lure, but at the back of his 
mind was the hope that he would ear enough 
money to enable him to complete his education 


at Oxford. Once at Kimberley, Rhodes soon 
found himself in possession of his brother's 
claim. Herbert returned to England, 

‘Vhe dry air of the high vold agreed with 
Rhodes. and he prospered. Two years after 
his arrival at Kimberley he achieved his ambi- 
tion of going ta Oxford, and muutriculated at 
Oriel College. For eight years he divitled his 
life between the rough surroundings of the dia- 
mond diggings und the cultured environment 
wof scholastic life at Oxford. Despite the in- 


creasing calls of South Afrien, be took a pass 
degree at Oxford in 1881_ 

Rhodes crammed into 20 years’ accomplish- 
ments what few other men could have attained 
in half a century. At 2¢ he was one of the 
most successful diggers, and by 1880 he con- 
trolled the De Beers mines, named after the 
original Dutch owner of the land. He made 
his first will after n-serious heart attack in 
1877. Jn 1889 his sixth and last will leit 
his fortune uf six million pounds to promote 
sreat causes, The will established the Rhodes 
Trust which provides ai Chford 100: scholar- 
ships for students from the United States and 
60 for stidents from the British Empire. The 
veir before he took his degree be wis elected 
asa member for Barkly West in the Cape Par: 
Hament, a seat which he retained all his li 

Rhodes was largely responsible fer secur- 
ing the hinterland of Cape Colony, He be 
came Prime Minister of the Colony in 1890 
and resigned in 1896. Thanks to him, Ger- 
man plans to halt British expansion northward 
were checked. With the establishment af 
Rhodesia, a vast and fertile area. was ucdedl 
to the Empire. 

He had genius for handling men. Tn the 
Matabole campaign whén the rebels had heen 
driven into the impregnable fastnesses of the 
Matopo Hills, warfare which might drag an for 
years-seemed inevitable Rhodes caused word 
to be sent to the Matabele thar he was there, 
to have his throat cut if necessary, but he 
wis ready to have it out with them, and 
would come-to them, undefended, to hear their 
siile of the case. 

Accompanied by an interpreter. he met the 
chiefs in the heart of the Matopes, Luring: 
the discussions some younger chiefs got out 
of hand. Rhodes’s companion advised him to 
escape, but he stood his ground and shouted 
to the Matwbele, “Go back, | tell you!" 

They withdrew, and Rhodes asked the as- 
semblet chiefs, “Is it peace or fs it war?” 

Such was his magnetism that the answer 
was, “It is peace.” 

Alter the South African War, Rhodes, who 
was iti Englund early in 1902, was called back 
to South Africa on business: He was now 
completely broken in health as y result. of 
terrible hardships endured during the long 
eon{ Kimberley. On his return his con- 
dition became worse. He was moved from 
his beloved Groote Schuur at the foot of Table 
Mountain to a little cottage by the sea ar 
Muizenberg. There, after three weeks of great 
suffering heroically borne, he died at the age 
of 49. His Jast words were: “So little done, 
so much to do,” 
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Lord Rayleigh (1842-1919); Sir William Ramsay (1852-1916)

the discovery of the gas called “argon” by 
John William Sarutt, third Lord Rayleigh. 

Equally important, the finding of rom led 
to Sir William Ramsay's work in identifying 
other new gases in the earth's atmosphere, 
including helium and neon, which how have 
important commercial uses. 

Argon is a colorless, odorless gas compris 
ina O4-hundredths af one percent of the air. 
Tt is used commercially, mixed with nitrogen, 
in electric-light bulbs Such lamps. filled with 
gas under pressure, give more light than the 
vacuum type, because the filament can be 
kept hotter without breaking down. 

The discovery of argon resulted from a 
fuinsiaking effort by Rayleigh and Ramsay 
to learn why nitrogen released from ammonii 
by a_chemical process had a slightly smaller 
atoinie weight than nitrogen obtained from 
the air, A trice of an inert gas mixed w 
the latter accounted Tor the difference, they 
found, aud tt was named “argon,” 

Born November 12, 1842, Rayleigh was 
an aristocratic landlord s like Robert 
Bovle, and succeeded to his father's title as 
baron in 1873, He was educated wt. Trinits 
College, Cambridge, where he distinguished 
himself in the 1865 Mathematical ‘Tripos, 

Rayleigh received the Nobel pri in physics 
in 1904, was elected President of the Roval 
Society a year later, and in 1908 became 
Chancellor of Cambridge University. 

One of Rayleigh’s most famous works, his 
Treatise on the Theory of Sownd. still a leart- 
hextbook en the subject, was begun during 
The trip was taken on 
holseboat, following a 
heumatic feyer which the 
scientist suffered soon after his marriage to 
Evelyn Balfour, sister of A. J. Balfour, later 
Primi: Minister. 

Rayleigh succeeded James Clerk Maxwell 
(page 510) as head of the world-famous Cay- 
endish Laboratory of Physics at Cambridge 
in 1879, There he undertook esearch on 
the “redetermination of the electrical units 
(the ampere, volt, and ohm) tt alisalute meas- 
ure,” which resulted in a class series af 
papers published by the Royal Society, 

Most of Ray leigh’s researches, however, 
were carried ap in a stuble loft laboratory 
on his estate, Terling (pronounced ‘Tarling) 
Vince, wear Witham, in Essex, to which he 
retired after five vears at the Cavendish Laho- 
ratory. ‘There, in a somewhat crude and 
homemade workroom which mo doubt would 


seem pitifully inadequate to the research 
workers of today, he continued his. monu- 
mental contributions to physics for 35 years 

World-wide honors and distinctions came 
tohim. Me awas one of the original members 
of the Order of Merit, instituted at the time 
of the coronation of King Eeiward VIt. His 
geniuy was wiilely revognized in the United 
States. He was elected a member of the 
American Philosophical Society in 1886, and 
foreign honorary member, American Academy, 
of Arts and ences. In 1888. Tn 1895. he 
and Sir William Ramsay received a Hoigkins 
Fund award of $10,000 from the Smith 
Institution, the Barnard Medal from the Na- 
Honal Academy of Sciences, and the Cresson 
Gold Medal in 1944 from the Frinklin In- 
Stittite, Tn 1884, at 42, Rayleigh presided 
over the Montreal meeting of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science. 
ir William Ramsay (page 527) was so 
closely associated with the work af Lord Ray- 
Teigh that one can hardly be mentioned with- 
out the other, Born in Glasgow, Ramsay 
primarily x chemist, and won the Nobel pr 
In this fleld in 1904, the same year that Ray- 
Teigh won it in physics. 

Roth men wete deeply interested in almor- 
mull psychology and members of the Society for 
Psychical Researeh, of which Rayleigh was a 
president. 

‘Their work on argan led Ramsay and Prof, 
MW. Travers to the finding of helium, neon, 
krypten, and xenon. ‘These are chemically 
inert elements which exist in the earth's ut- 
mosphere, some in very small quantities, 

Neon is the essential ingredient of the 
familiar “new signs." The gas gives off » 
bright red: glow when an electric current is 
passed through it, 

Helium had been found in the sun in 1868, 
but Ramsay first discovered it on the earth. 
He found that it was given off by certain 
minerals when heated, Today, obtained in 
large quantities from nétural helium is 
widely used in dirigihles, sincé it is nominflam- 
mable and nonexplosive, 

These qualities Ied ta the choice of helium 
for inflation of the ional Geowraphic So- 
ciety-0. 5. Army Torps stratosphere hal- 


loon Explorer 1, which seta seill unbroken 
altitude record for human flight, 72,395 feet, 
on November 11, 1934 

About 250,000 cuble feet of helium were 
used. expanding to 3.700000 cubie feet at 
maximum altitude,

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Lord Rutherford (1871-1937); 


RNEST RUTHERFORD was borin tear 

the little town of Nelson, in the north wl 

the South Island of New Zealand, His grand- 

father had sailed from Dundee, Scotland, in 

1842 with his family, among whom was Jumes, 
a boy of three, Rutherford s father, 

Rutherford’s parents belonged to the best 
type of emigrant pioneer Hig mother was a 
schoolteacher, and there was always a special 
link between her and her som, 

Rutherford once said to a school frivned that, 
had he not won from the country hamlet a 
scholarship which tovk him ta Nelon College, 
he would have been a farmer and never real- 
feed his special gifts. Prom Nelson a second 
scholarship took him to Canterbury College 
at Christchurch, New Aealand, 

He was digging one dav when his mother 
came out to impart the joyous mews that be 
had won a third scholarship which would take 
him to Cambridge. Flinging away his spade, 
he said, “That is the last potato TT lig. 

When he arrived at Cambridge, fortune 
smiled on him. He was welcomed to. the 
Cavendish Laboratory by its distinguished 
director, Sir Joseph J. Thomson, who clis- 
covered the electron in 1897 and whose work. 
on the structure of the atom paved) the way 
for Rutherfard's later great contributions, 

Rutherford was only 24 vears old, but he 
soon began to make a name for himsel{, Dr 
Andrew Balfour wrote af him, “We've got a 
rubbit here from the Antipodes, and he is 
burrowing mighty deep.” 

Within four ar five months Rutherford was 
dining at the Fellows’ table at King’s among 
the elect. His fame had spread rapidly on 
account of his experiments on the detection 
of electric waves for long distances. Ruther- 
ford succeeded in transmitting electric waves 
for half-a mile, These experiments were mide 
before Muarcont began his investigations on 
signaling by electric waves, 

After lecturing at Columbia University, In 
1902, he wrote: “Tam the only worker ip the 
field of excited sadioacrivity in the English- 
speaking world.” 

Rutherford’s professorships in Montreal, 
Manelester, and Cambridge may he said to 
“porrespond roughly with the three major 
phases of the development of atomic theary 
which will always be associated with his 
name,” as Prof. R. H Fowler points out. 

For his work at MeGill University in un, 
raveling the Intricate phenomena of radlo- 
active change and the chemistry of the natural 
radioactive elements, he recelved the Nobel 
prize for chemistry in L908. His 12 years at 
Manchester University are associated mainly

with the discovery of the nucleus anc! the de- 
velopment of the nuclear model ef the aterm, 

He passed the last 18 years of his life at 
Cambridge as Cavendish Professor, ‘This third 
period culminuted in 1932, the year which saw 
the discovery of artificial disintegration by 
protans, of the positron and of the neutron, 
the first and third Cavendish contributions, 

These fundamental contributions of Ruther- 
ford and his associates helyed) to lay the 
foundations of aucloar physics, 0 new branch 
of physics, out of which grew the release of 
iMomic energy and the atomic bomb, 

As the representative of Britain beyond the 
seus nn more distinguished figure could have 
been chosen than Rutherdutd. His lack of for- 
w assured him friends wherever be went. 
in a few yeats the subject of radiim 
had captured men’s minds, and Rutherford’s 
services were in great demand, He received 
offers Gf professorships from Yale, Columbia, 
and Lelund Stanford. He was awarded the 
Rumford Medal of the Royal Society, the 
Barnard Medal, the Franktin Medal, and 
many hongrary cogtors. 

The career of Rutherford was launched 
under happy auspices through the friendship 
of Sir Joseph J. Thomson, who developed the 
Cavendish Laboratory which later was headed 
by Rutherford. Thorson won the Nobel 
prize in physics in. 1906. 
Tiwliy’s elecironic age, with its “electric 
, Tadar, television, ane countless 
other devices controlled by electronic tubes, 
is founded an Thomson's discovery that the 
electron is‘n negatively charged purticle, o 
“corpuscle of electricity” as: he called it. 

Thomson was the first to show that the 
alum is mide up of particles of positive and 
negative electricity, the nucleus having a 
positive charge wile electrons with negutloe 
cliirges rotate around it. His work revilu- 
tlonized the sciences af chemistry and phystes. 

One of Thomson's great contributions was 
his tremendous influence in the training of 
young phy ts at the Cavendish Luberatory: 
During his tenure ft was a mecca to which 
young men flocked from all over the world 
to sit at the feet of this great teacher. 

When only 27, he was elected to the Rayal 
Society, He is burigd in Westminster Abbey, 

The portrait. of Sir Humphry Davy (page 
510), by Sir Thomas Lawrence, and Oswald 
Birley's piinting of Lord Rutherford are used 
hy permission wf the Royal Society: that of 
Sir William Ramsay (page 525), 
Millinke, is from the Univ y 
London, and Arthur Hacker's Sir Joseph J.

Exemplifying the true Enylishman’s ability 
to liugh at himself, the Gilbert ancl Sullivas 
operctias humpoon without malice the 
and frailties of the British and for that matter 
ofall mankind. ‘Their hilarity is so infectious 
and has such wide haman appeal that, Mike 
Tennyson's brook, th ‘on forever, 

Throughout the B Empire, the United 
States—in fact, wherever English Is spoken. 
music and dramatic clubs, colleges and high 
schools kerp the memory of Gilbert and 
Sullivan forever green by putting on perioclic 
performances of Tie Afikado, HOM_S, Pina- 
lore, Pirates of Penzance, Trial by Jury, The 
Gondoliers, The Sorcerer, und fotanthe, Prob- 
ably thousands of tealers of this MaGazine 
have personal recollections of taking jaiurt in 
some production of Gilbert and Sullivan. 

No more oddly assorted pair ever collabo- 
rated for the theater than the librettist Wil- 
liam Gilbert and the composer Arthur Sulli- 
vin, Beeduse of a caustic and often devas 
tating wit, Gilbert got on rather badly with 
many people. He was a hard worker, ¢re 
ety and exacting, inclined to shun social affairs 
(On the other hand, Sullivan, extsy-going and 
wmlable, was popular in society. 

Despite their differences of ypinion, how- 
ever, 13 of the 14 operettas they did wowether 
were essful. Sullivan gave Gilbert full 
credit for making the chor for the first time 
in theatrical history on integral part of the 
opera, and Gilbert praised! Sullivan as the 
only composer who could bring out with his 
nusic the real Hit and rhythm of English song 
lyrics, When either worked with another col- 
laborator, the results were never up to. the 
stundards set by their joint efvrts. 

Sullivan was a wonderful melodist and he 
would have gained a measure of lasting lame 
even if he hod never composed un operetta 
His glorious tune Grad, Christian Soldiers, 
written: when he was editor of the Church of 
Enghind Hwmnal, will be sung as long as 
chutches stand, While sitting by the death- 
hed of his brother Frederic, he composed the 
music of the exquisite song Phe Lost Chord, 
Perennial favorite of saloists. 

In 1875 Richard D'Oyly Carte, then acting 
manager of the Royalty Theater, asked Gil- 
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hert to write him a libretto to he set to nsic 
by Sullivan, and Gilbert promptly responded, 
According to Sullivan's account, “The words 
and music were written, and the rehearsals 
completed, within the space of three weeks.’ 
The operetta Trial by Jury had its premiere 
on March 25, 1873. An immediate success, 
it ran for the test of the year. The famous 
parinership of Gilbert and Sullivan anil 
DOyty Carte was under way, and the phrase 
“Gilbert aad Sullivan” became a trade-mark. 

HACS. Pinajore; or, The Lass That Loved 
@ Softer, “An Entirely Orlginal Nautical 
Comic Opera in Two Acts” by Gilbert and 
Sullivan, opened in 1878. Pinafore had on 
thitial run of some 6 hts, and it has been 
running off and on somewhere ever since, 

The Pirates of Penzance: or, The Slave of 
Duty, opened on December 31, 1879, in New 
York, When the irafes bad run about a year, 
it was succeeded by Patience; or Bunthorne's 
Bride Carte, now prosperous, built the Savoy 
Theater especially for the Gilbert and Sullivan 
operettas and moved Paticwce there in the 
midst of its run of 408 nights, This theater 
was the first in London to We lighted with 
sng eand Carte had tr advertise that it 

was equipped alse with gas for use in case 
the electric lights failed. Itseated only 1,300; 
yet Wt proved a veritable gold mine. 

Sullivan suffered for most of his fife with 
a kidney ailment which put him to bed 
protien with excruciating pain. His he- 
loved) mother die) in May, 1882, when Sulll- 
vari was composing one of his gayest scores, 
falanthe; or, The Peer and the Peri. More- 
over. as he went into the pit to lead: the 
orchestra on the opening night of /alanthe, 
he received word that his brokers had gone 
bankrupt and he was penniless, He conducted 
he. performance as if nothing had happened 

Before folenthe had completed its [4- 
months run, Sullivan was knighted in May, 
1883. Gilbert, was passed over: he did fot 
receive the boner until 1907. Undoubtedly 
the knighting wf Sullivan was the bevinning 
of the rift between the yollaborators,

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Winston Churchill (1874)

War Tf. It will remind later generations of 
Churchill, the embodiment of the fighting 
spirit of John Bull, 

Whenever there wits danger and destruc 
tion in the dark days of the Battle of Britain, 
he was-certain to appear and to spread con- 
fidence by his presence. He flew thousands of 
miles to confer with his allies, to cheer the 
men ut the front, to attend mectings of 
Strategy boards. 

In his flights he traveled) in a pressurized 
chamber fucetiously called the “Raster eg." 
Tt was designed for his use because his doc- 
tors warned him that it would be unsafe fur 
him to fly at heights above 3,000 feet. 

Novone who was in London during the spring 
aod summer of 1940 will ever forget those 
months. The swift Nazi moves when Hitler 
first set his war machine in motion and the 
withdrawal of the British forces from Norway, 
after the ineffectual efforts of the Government 
to stem the German rush, had caused gloom 
theoughout the land. 

English spirits soared when the rugged, 
fvarless, outspoken Churchill succeeded Cham- 
beflain as Prime Minister, 

Churchill at once managed to put over his 
rugged and indomitable personality on the 
radio, In those first critical months | watched 
anxious groups gathered around the loud- 
speaker in England, in the United States, and 
in Canada. His audiences stood spellbound 
listening ty his biting remarks about the Nazis 
and Hitler, 

Surely no other leader in history has éver 
iiore successfully instilled into his hearers his 
own supreme confidence. Evett in the grim 
months after Dunkirk, when England was ex- 
pecting invasion at any moment, the British 
people shared Churchill's belief that our cause 
would triumph—though how we should pull 
through we did not knew. 

Winston Leonarel Spencer Churchill. was 
born on November 30, 1874, at Blenheim 
Palace, the home of his great ancestor, the 
Duke of Marlborough. victor at Blenheim 
(1704). At Cowes in the Isle of Wight his 
father had fallen in Jove at first sight with 
Jeannette. the daughter of Leonard Jerome of 
New York, proposed to her the following day, 
ancl saeied her after a short delay suffered 
impatiently hy the young lovers hut insisted 
upon by both families, 

Tt was a happy sttoke of fate that gave 
an Anicrican mother to the man who was 
destined to lead England in the trying time 
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when that country and the ‘United Stutes 
joined arms against a commen fue. 

Winston's first. venture outside the family 
circle was his sojourn at a private school at 
Brighton, where his schoolmistress described 
him as “the naughtiest small bay in the world,” 
He hid been sent to Brighton acatics ‘of sup- 
posedly delicate health, yet the teacher found 
him far from lacking in liveliness, Sehool 
yeurs at Harrow followed Brighton. 

After leaving the Royal Military Training 
College at Sandhurst, Churchill obtained a 
commission in the 4th Hussars, and within 
a year went out during leave to Cuba, where 
he obtained his first glimpse of wir, He wrote 
articles at £5 each for the Daily Graphic and 
returned to England with the Spanish military 
medal. 

With periods of campaigning on the iorth- 
West frontier of India and in the Sudan te- 
hind him, he served conspicuously in the 
South African War. His adventures in that 
Campaign tind his dispatches to the Merwing 
Fost brought him into. the: limeliuht. 

As First Lord of the Admiralty be helped 
to prepare the Royal Navy-for World War 
‘The ups and downs of politics tassed him about 
for the next few years. With marked suecess 
he torned his hand () writing —his masterpiece 
was the life of his ancestor, the great Duke of 
Marlborough—to painting in ofls, and even to 
bricklaying on Kis property in Westerham, 

Fron the early days of flying Churchill took 
akeen interest in this new development. Dur- 
ing the years of appeasement he continuously 
demanded @ great expansion of the RAF to 
meet the German menace; hut his warnings 
were unheeded. As Prime Minister he took 
every opportunity of identifying himself with 
the hoys of the RAF and of visiting their 
messes. He was appointed honorary Air Cam- 
modore pf RAF 6f5 Fighter Squadron Unie. 

On Augwst 20, 1940, when speaking of the 
smull band of fighter pilots defending England, 
Churchill used these memorable words: “The 
gratitude of every home in our island, in our 
Empire, and indéed throughout the world, 
eecept in the abodes of the guilty, goes out to 
the British airmen, who, undaunted by odds, 
unwearied in their constant challenge and 
mortal dagger, are turning the tide of world 
war by their prowess and by their devotion, 
Never in the field of human conflict was so 
much owed by so many to so few!” 

For the crowning mercy of the victory of the 
Haale of Britain, humble and hearty thanks 
were rendered throughout the entire English- 
spenking world. It was Winston Churchill 
whi heartened people to win that victory,

To seatch the British Isles for authentic 
paintings of the subjects decided upon, T took 
ship for Landon in July, 1847. There T first 
conierred with Sir Evelyn Wrench, founder of 
the English-Speaking Union, who had been 
invited by Dr, Grosvenor to contribute the 
lead article. 


Start of a Hunt for Pictures 


With Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Garner James, 
who had been helping Sir Evelyn collect date 
for his article. 1 visited museums and galleries, 
ferreted out private collections, and consulted 
experts in English history atid historical pat 
Ings. Among these was Sir Walter 
Secretary of the Royal Academy of Arts 
introdueed me to artists and paintings which 
aoomed ta him suited te our, need. 

In London 1 met also Mr. Frank ©. Satis- 
bury, R.P, whose famous murals of British 
historical subjects decorate the walls of the 
Royal Exchange, He has painted portraits of 
miiny important persons 

Twas received by Mr. Salisbury in his com- 
bination residence, studio, and art gallery, 
which is one of the most extraordinary resi- 
dences 1 have ever had the opportunity tn see, 
The house faces Hampstead Heath in London 
and was built just before the lust war. De- 
signed by the architent to meet the artist's 
specifications, it has matty unusual features, 
notably well-lighted wall space in all the main 
rooms. for the exhibition of Mr, Salishyry’s 
pictures. 

The entrance with its grand stairway stig: 
saresidence of a high government official. 
As might be expected, the colar tones ef rugs. 
walls, and decorations are combined for har- 
Toonious effect. At the top of the stairway 
Js the formal drawing room and down a few 
steps to asother level is the studio. which is 
especially well lighted and contains racks and 
cases for the storage of sketches and canvases, 

Few pictures were in evidence here. but 
Mr, Salisbury brought out portrait studies of 
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Franklin D. Roosevelt and President Truman 
and showed them one ata time on an elaborate 
easel He also showed me a portrait study 
of the Princess Elimbeth for which he had 
been granted special sittings, but which at 
that time had not been completed. He was 
host. 

5 uiry's latest portrait of Mr. 
chill appears as page $40 and shows him 
“siren suit" he wore in World War 1. 
A thumbnail description reads as follows: 

“The Rt. Hon. Winston §. Churchill, P. C.. 
M. FP. by Frank ©. Salisbury. painted during 
the stremious war days in 1942, Exhibited at 
the Royal Academy, Royal Portrait Soviety's 
Eshibition, November, 1942. Presented by 
members of the Devonshire Club to Mr. 
Churchill az a token of admiration. Replica 
presented to Harrow School.” 

In the Cavalry Club, 127 Piccadilly, T found 
the magnificent painting nf Captain Oates, of 
Sentt's South Pole expedition, The picture, 
carrying the modest tithe of “A Very Gallant 
Gentleman,” was painted in 1913 hy John 
Charles Dollman, Ro B.C. (1831-1934), a 
prolific painter of historical subjects who ex- 
hibited at the Royal Academy from 1872 to 
1904. It is reproduced by courtesy of the 
Cavalry Club and Thos. Forman & Sons, Ltd, 
Nottingham, owners of copyright. 

Capt. Lawrence Edwarr Grace Ojtes was 
un officer of the Intiskilling Dravoons and a 
member of this club 

No picture could irate more effectively 
the story of Britain's intrepid explorers who 
for centuries hive warched out the secrets of 
geography. It Is an admirable canvas of Jarge 
dimensions (page 531), 

Another picture found fn a Londen chib 
wis William Clarkson Stantiel “Rattle of 
Trafulyar,” which hangs in the United Service 
Club at 116 Pall Mall (page 505). ‘This 
artist (1793-1867), a sailor in youth, later 
Painted theater scenery and eventually was 
elected to the Soci of British Artists ane 
the Rowal Acade: He was ‘commissionéd 
to paint the picture for the senior United Serv- 
ice Club In 1836, when the club, first of Lon- 
don’s organizations of this character, was 21 
yeors old, 

This is a large canvas, occupying one side 
of n great stair well surmounted by a glass 
dome. A companion canvas on the opposite

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side was destroyed by a bomly in the London 
blitz. Indeed, many paintings which had 
been considered suitable for this series were 
found to hive been destroyed biy the bombing 
during World War Tf. 

Among the private individuals who gave 
access to their paintings was the Rt Hon, 
Sir Charles ‘Trevelyan, Bart., who owns the 
mural by William Bell Scott, A. R.S.A, (1SLI- 
90), “Building a Roman Wall." Sir Charles 
served) 30 years in Parliament and is the elder 
lirother of Sir G, M. Trevelyan, the noted 
Cambridge University historian, 

This painting, page 446, opens the series 
as the enrliest example of Enulish accomplish- 
ment, although Britain thes was under cantrol 
of Roman invaders. The picture is in Wall- 
ington Holl, Northumberland. 


Cherished Paintings Offered for Series 

Many British institutions of learning lent 
their cooperation and cherished paintings for 
our project. The City Art Gallery at Bristol, 
through the courtesy of the artist's widow, 
allowed us lo reproduce its fine painting by 
Ernest Board, R. W. AL (1877-1934), af the 
Cabots setting out on their voyage to Amer- 
ica, which appeurs as page 461. The Reval 
College of Surgeons made ayailable its picture 
of Henry VINL confirming the act of union to 
the Barbers and Surgeons, after Holbein, with 
only the request that we state that it hangs 
in the College.and is reproduced by permission 
of the president and council (page 463). 

Very appropriately at Plymouth hangs the 
picture of Sir Francis Drake receiving sur- 
render of the Andalusian flagship. By John 
Seymour Lucas, R. A. (1849-1923). it is 
in the City Museum Art Gallery, Tavistock 
Road, Plymouth, through whose tesy ancl 
that of the artist’s son, who inherited most 
of his father’s copyrights, it 1 reproduced 
as page 465, 

Lucas was a constant exhibitor at the Royal 
Academy of pictures showing historical sub- 
jects, including many of the Tudor and Stuart 
periods. Another of his works, to represent 
British achievement in architecture, is the pic- 
ture of King Charles IT and Sir Christopher 
Wren {page 483), which hangs in the Laing 
Municipal Art Gallery, Newcastle, England, 

‘The driumatic marine scene, Embarkation 
of the Pilgrims,” by the American Edward 
Moran, A, N. A.D, (1829-1901), chows the 
Mayflower, a 180-ton vessel, leaving. South- 
ampton on August 5, 1620. The artist was 
a weaver by trade, but developed his talent 
for painting at an early age. He especially 
liked to paint marine scenes and ereatly ad- 
tired the work of William Clarkson Stanfield, 
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whose painting of the “Battle of Trafalgar’ 
ix shown on page 505, 

T located Moran’s- painting at the U. 5. 
Nayal Academy Museum, Annapolis, to which 
it was presented by Mr. Paul E, Sutro of 
Philadelphia in P40, Tt is on permanent 
exhibition in the main display room at the 
museum (page 472), 

There are many pictures of Oliver Crom- 
well, but chosen for yur plate, page 476, ts 
the one by Ernest Crofts, Ro AL (1847-1911), 
showing Cromwell asa victorious general at 
the hend of his troops after the Battle of 
Marston Moor. 

‘This is owned by the town of Burnley, 
Lancashire, unel was exhibited at the Roval 
Academy in 1909, Tt is published by per- 
mission of Corporation Art Gallery and 
Museum, Towneley Hyll, Burnley. 

The most effective picture of Ilind John 
Milton 1 lopated in the New York Public 
Library, to which a wealthy patron, Robert 
Lennox Kennedy, had-given it in 1870. It 
wus painted by Michael von Munksaesy (1844- 
1900) and is ‘one of this distinguished Hur- 
varian artist's best pictures (page 479). 

When located, the canvas was in a bnd state 
of preservation, The library's trustees kindly 
arranged to have it cleaned and restored for 
reproduction. To accomplish this, the picture 
was removed ta the restorer's studio in Brook. 
vn. 1 was pleasantly surprised to learn of 
this through a news photograph in the Vew 
York Herald Tribine last summer, which 
showed the huge canvas being carried out of 
the library for this operation, We were wait- 
ing patiently for word that the restoration 
had been accomplished! when we saw this 
photograph (page 546). 

The Late N, CG. Wyeth Represented 

To represent the work of the great English 
storyteller, Danitl Defoe, whose Rodinsow 
Crusoe is still a best-seller at Christmas tine, 
the painting by the late N.C, Wyeth (1882- 
1945) entitled, “For a Mile or ‘Therealouts, 
My Raft Went Very Well,” was chosen. 
‘The picture is teprodnced as page 481 by 
permission of the David McKay Company. 
of Philadelphia, from the Wyeth edition of 
Robinson Crusee, 

Tt bangs at present with a somber of 
others by Wyeth illustrating the Crasoe story 
in the children’s room of the Wilmington In- 
stitute Free Library, Wilmington, Delaware, 
‘This library purchased the collection from the 
artist some vears before his cecent untimely 
death in order to have examples of bis art 
in the vicinity where he lived and worked, 

Wyeth's hone was at Chadds Ford, Penn. 
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sylvania, near by. He was a member of 
that great school of American illustrators 
who studied in Wilmington under Howard 
Pyle. Some- of his fellow- students were 
Thotnton Oakley, Clifford Ashley, Maxfield 
Parrish, Harvey Dunn, Stanley M. Arthurs, 
George Harding, and Frank Ff, Schaonover. 

London Galleries Yield Many Seenes 

The great art galleries of London were a 
prolific source of the pictures we ‘wanted. 
The Tate Gallery provided the painting by 
the Ametican, John Singleton Copley, R.A. 
(1738-1815), of the collapse of William Pitt, 
the elder (Lord Chatham) in Partiament, 
where he was arguing the cause of the Ameti- 
can Colonies. The picture is called “The 
Death of Pitt,” although Pitt did not actually 
die until some time later, at his country seat 
in Kent (page 487). Reproduction is by 
courtesy of the trustees of Tate Gallery, 

‘To represent British painters, | chose a 
work by Willium Hogarth (1697-1764). The 
official title of this picture, which appears 
as page 489, is “The Life School in Peters 
Court, St, Martin's Lane.” According to the 
records, it shaws a-scene in a schoo! promoted 
by Hogarth which occupied a roam in Peters 
Court beside ‘Tom's Coffee House in St. Mar- 
tin’s Lane, Tondon, “This studio, or school, 
ceased to exist with the establishment of the 
present Roval Academy, which fell helr to 
its anatonrical figures, busts, and statues in 
176%, This painting now hangs in the Royal 
Academy, Burlington House, London, and is 
reproduced try its courtesy. 

The portrayal of John Wesley preaching 
at Sandhill, Neweastht (page 491), wos 
painted) by Wilson Hepple (18535-1937) and 
is owned by Sir Arthur Munro Sutherland, 
Bart, K. B. E., distinguished shipowner and 
coal exporter of Newcastle-on-T'yne (page 
438), of which he was former Lord Mayor. 
The picture bangs in the Laing Municipal Art 
Gallery at Newcastle, 

English Inventors gave much to the world 
by helping (o harness natural forces. James 
Watt, the Scottish boy, is shown on page 492 
experimenting with steam in the family teapot 
in this human-interest painting by Marcus 
Stone, R.A. (1840-1921), Watt helped make 
England a great mancfacturing country, 

The artist hac a friend and patron in 
Charles Dickens and did the Hhistraitions for 
Greet Expectations and drawings for Little 
Dorrit and A Tale of Two Cities, He was 
known as a pletorial teller of shart stotie, 
and bis pictures are valued as romantic ancl 
idealistic. 

An example of a picture painted especially 
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for this series ts that of General Wolfe (page 
494), whose military success at Quebec was 
responsible for the faet that most of North 
America speaks English instead of French. 
Andrew Wyeth, san of the famous illustrater 
N.C. Wyeth and a successful painter in his 
own right, conceived this striking portrait of 
Wolfe on the Heights of Abraham above Que- 
bee. This spot proved to be the key to the 
otherwise impreennbhle city. Tis capture was 
the turning point in the battle, and, although 
both Wolfe and his opponent Montcalm were 
mortally woundrd there, Walfe’s victory was 
decisive and had far-reaching consequences. 

The striking picture of Capt. James Cook 
was located in Australia, of which he was the 
real discoverer, In 1902 the trustees of the 
National Gallery in Melbourne commissioned 
the Australian-born Emanuel Phillips Fox 
(1865-1915) to execute this work, reproduced 
here through their courtesy as page 498. 

‘The artist attended the National Gallery 
Schools in Australia before going to Paris to 
study at the Académie Julian and the Beaux- 
Arts under Gérome. He was a. portraitiat, 
Jandscapist, and painter of secnes from every. 
day life. He wos elected a member of the 
New Salon, Paris, In 1910, and is represented 
in all the Australian yalleries. 


Famous Medical Men Inchided 

The world owes a debt of gratitude to a 
Tong list of Englixh medical men, Pictures 
of several of the eminent, appear in this serivs. 
John and William Hunter were anatomists 
whose dissections of the human body left it 
with few secrets, Formal portraits of both 
brothers were available, but | chose the pic- 
ture af William lecturing, by John, or Johann, 
Zofiany, R, A. (1735-1810), because of its 
Hlustrative quality (page 500). 

Edward Jenner studied under John Hunter 
at St. George’s Hospital, Landon. 1 visited 
this hospital for a vaccination and discovered 
on the wall of the nboratory, in a frame under 
glass, the well-preserved hide of the cow 
Jenner used to provide the waccine for his 
fitst patient (page 342), ‘The small boy, 
James Phipps, is shown with him in our 
painting of this-event (page 503), 

The artist, Ernest Board, was an English 
mural painter. He is represented also by the 
picture of the Cabots in Bristol (page 461). 

Chosen as 4 pictorial tribute to the English 
poets is the painting (page 507) commemo- 
rating Lord Byron’s visit to the TU, §, S$. Con- 
stitution jn the harbor at Leghorn, Italy, by 
William Edward West. N. A. (1788-1857). 
Mr, Francis Breese Davis, Jv., former chair- 
man of the board of U.S, Rubber Company 
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and a widely known industrialist, owns the 
painting. It hangs in lis residence on a South 
Caroling plantation near Charleston, 

In describing the painting, Mr, Davis said; 

“Lord Byron visited the U.S, SC omstitution 
at Leghorn, Italy, May 21,1822. At that time 
hés thoughts: were directed powards America. 
Some warm admirers of Childe Harold invited 
him to visi the frigate. Whon he went on 
board, he receiwed a salute, and few compli- 
ments ever gratified him so much. 

“Byton’s companions at that time in Leg- 
horn, several of whom might have been on 
the visil to the Constitution, were: Trelawny, 
Shelley, Williams, Leigh Hunt, and the 
Countess Guiccioli. 

The artist, William Edward West, wae 
often referred to as ‘Rentucky West’ to dis- 
tinguish him from Benjamin West. He was 
born in Kentucky. He studied with Thomas 
Sully in Philadelphia and later visited Italy 
to continue his studits. He excelled espe- 
cially in portraiture and painted many notable 
péersans: Lord Byton, Washington Irving. the 
Countess Guiecioli, Percy BL Shelley, and 
others. 

°This picture is not wholly avcurate so far 
as details of the chip and personiges go, 
probably because West was not = marine 
painter and wanted, primarily, to depict the 
historical oecasion.” 


Grace and Dignity of a Young Queen 

Many pictures of Queen Victoria were con- 
sidered, but none suited the purpose so well 
as. Sir David Wilkie’s painting of the young 
‘Queen presiding at her first council of state. 
This hangs in Windsor Castle and is the prop- 
erty of the English kings, 1 shows the Queen 
when at 18 years of age she held her frst 
Council at Kensington Palace in (837. Her 
grace aod dignity on this occasion endeared 
her to all present." 

In this picture the Queen is represented as 
sented at the head of the Privy Council table, 
She holds in her band the most gracious 
declaration addressed by Her Majesty to the 
Lords and others of the Council then as- 
sembled, Among those shown at the for right 
of the picture are the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury and the Duke of Wellington, 

Sir David Wilkie, R. A. (1785-1841), had 
many commissions for portraits of distin- 
guished persons, although the ladies he painted 
were not always flattered by hls presentation 
of them. The official credit line for this 
picture rends, “Reproduced liy gracious per- 
mission of His Majesty the King” (page 509). 

Through Sir Walter Lamb I met Mr. A. RB. 
Thomsen, R. A, whom T engaged to paint the 
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picture of Michael Faraday (page 511). This 
artist is a most unusual man, in that he has 
become a noted painter in spite af the serious 
physical handicap of being unable to speak 
or hear, My mission with him was accom- 
plished through Mrs, Thomson, who acts as 
her husband's interpreter. Me and she talked 
jogether by finger signs, and then she told 
me what was suid. He is a handsome man 
of fine physique whose appearance would 
command attention anywhere. 


Dickens and His Characters 

Tn London's Dickens House, where relics 
of this great English literary figure are pre- 
served, I found the painting by Robert Wil- 
liam Buss (1804-75), which shows the author 
in his study surrounced by sketches of the 
characters he created (ympe 507). A few 
weeks hefore the death of the artist be began 
this portrait of Dickens, seated in bis library 
at Gad's Hill Place, Only the figure was en- 
tirely finished. 

Many characters of Dickens's stories were 
only outlined on the walls. They give o 
dreamlike effect and sugsest that the author 
is intent upon the plot for still another novel. 
Reproduction was arranged through the cour- 
fesy of the trustees of Dickens House, 48 
Doughty Street, London. 

Jotn Collier's portrait of Charles Darwin 
hangs in the headquarters of the Linnean 
Society, which paid for it by subscriptions 
raised among its Fellows. A replica is in the 
National Portrait Gallery. 

The Linnean Society, of London, through 
whose conttesy we reproduce this work as 
page 320, contributes an account of # letter 
which in May, 1881, Datwin wrote to one of 
its secretaries:

Jobn Collier (1850-1934) was the author 
of several books on the technique of painting 
and was the son-inlaw of ‘Thomas Henry 
Huslev, noted English biologist and one of 
Darwin's colleagues in scientific work, 

Just completed for the Rhodes Trust is the 
pleasant, informal portrait study of the great 
South African pioneer, Cecil Rhodes (page

$22), by James Gunn, 4 well-known member 
in England of the Roval Society of Portrait 
Painters, li shows Rhodes against a back- 
grind of the African veld, with a suggestion 
uf Table Mountain in the distance.

Sir Philip Burne-Jones’s portrait of the 
great English physicist, Lord Rayleigh, shows 
him at work in his laboratory. “A copy is in 
the passession of Trinity College, Cambridge 
University, where it honors both the selentist 
and the English artist (1861-1926) who 
painted it, Our reproduction was made from 
the original which hangs in the Rayleigh 
family house, Terling Place, in Essex (page 
324), 

Portraits of four English scientists are pre- 
sented on age $27—Sir Humphry Davy ane 
Sir William Ramsay, chemists: Sir Joseph 
John Thomson and Lord Rutherford, physi- 
cists. 

Sir Thomas Lawrence, PL R.A, (1769-1830), 
who painted Davy. was one of England's most 
famous. portraitists; examples of his work 
hang in the picture galleries of the world. 
Lawrence was trained in the schools of the 
Roval Academy and became its president, 
highly was he regarded that he was buried 
St. Paul's Cathedral ‘The picture is owned 
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iston Milbanke. ninth Baronet, and younger 
brother of Sir Jahn Milbanke, who gained 
the Victoria Cres in the South African War 
and was killed fa action at the Dardanelles 
in 1915, 

From eatly childhood Mark Milbanke had 
been passionately fond of drawing and of 
portrait painting and had studied for 
zome years at Paris, where at the 3 
hibition he more than once gained 
His portraits, which were well painted ond 
excellent likenesses, were frequently shown 
at the exhibitions of the Royal Academy and 
the British Portrait Mainters, 

The portrait of Sir Joseph John ‘Thomsen 
was painted by Arthur Hacker (1858-1919), 
anpiter Royal Acatemi who portrayed 
many British personages. Jt was located in 
the Cavendish Laboratory at Cambridge. 

Oswald Birtley, R. O. 1. (1880—), painted 
the portrait af Lord Rutherford which also 
hangs in the Cavendish Laboratory. 11 is on 
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loun from the Royal Society, the officials of 
which made it available for reproduction here. 

The artist wax a student at Cambridge, but 
studied art in Dresden, Florence, and Paris. 
He is a New Zealander by birth, but has lived 
for many yeurs in England, where he served 
in World War I as an intelligence officer. He 
is represented by pictures in the National 
Portrait Gallery, in Windsor Castle, and in 
the National Museum of Wales, 

During the lifetime of Sir Thomas Lipton 
yacht races were a feature of Brittsh-American 
competition, and the public on both sides of 
the Atlantic took a keen interest in this 
rivalry. The waters around the Isle of Wight 
were the British center of such activities, 
shown by Charles Pears’s painting, “When 
the Big Boats Come Out of Cowes Roads”

Picture of World War IT 


Charles Pears, R. OQ. 1. is president of the 
Society of Marine Artists and was an official 
British naval artist in both World War I and 
World War Tf. His work is well known in 
England, where it has been widely exhibited 

Montague Dawson, another distinguished 
English marine painter, prepared the picture 
of the “Battle of Jutlind,” Work! War T 
(page 533), expecially for the Narrowar Gro- 
oRaPHIC Maoagine, Tt is dingrammatically 
correct and shows the unique naval maneuver 
carried out by the German ships that per- 
mitted them to turn about and escape. The 
artist has taken some license in showing the 
ships in closer formation than they actually 
were, 

Mr, Dawsin's other picture in this series. 
“Sinking of the Bismarck." World War Il. 
was done for the Northern Pomp Company 
of Minneapolis (copyright 1943), from whose 
collection it was lent for this reproduction 
(page 547).. Some artistic license has been 
tuken by the artist in wl picture because 
the sircraft carrier Ark Royitl, shown in the 
Teit distanee, was 40 miles distant, and the 
Catalina aircraft had flown away when the 
explosion towk place, 

In London's Imperial War Museum we 
found Ethel Gabain’s painting of Sir Alexan- 
der Fleming, discoverer of penicillin, at work 
In his laboratory (page 335). Mrs. Garner 
James, who went ty call on the artist, found 
thar she is Mrs; John Copley, a pleasant little 
Jacdy employed by the Ministry of Information 
as a war artist at the- beginning of World 
War UL She painted documentary pictures 
throughout the bombings of that period—the 
evacuation of the children from Gravesend, 
the girl lumberjacks in the north, ammuni-

ca [st TIGNAL GEOGRAPHIC SO- 
CTETY’S new Map.of the British Isles, 
distributed to its 1,860,000 member- 
families as a supplement to this issue of their 
Nationat Grookapnic Macazsi, vividly 
brings to mind the key role of Britain in the 
epic struggle of World War TL* 

Hundreds of place names on the new map 
recull episodes, great and small, of the days 
which found the “sug little isle” turned into 
asingle base of operations against aggressijn, 

London, Birmingham, Manchester, and 
Liverpool; Hull, Plymouth, and Bristol have 
added to their rich history the story of the 
Battle of Britain, in the late summer and 
fall of 1940. These cities unflinchingly en- 
dured one Nazi air raid after another, until 
angry swatms of Spitfires and Hurricanes 
screamed into the skies to beat off the Messer 
echmitts, Heinkels, and Junkers, ‘The heavens 
above the whole stretch, from Hull and the 
Humber to Bristol and the Severn, were a 
scene of battle. 


Coventry a Nazi Vietim 


Peaceful Coventry, previously distinguished 
chiely for the adventure of Lady Godiva 
(page 451), suddenly beeame an object of 
Nagi terrorism on the night of November 14, 
1940, when seme 400 German bonibers re- 
duced it to rubble.

The French invasion coast is mapped in 
detail, revenling names of towns splashed 
fn headlines on the first pages of the world's 
hewspipersin 1944. Thousands of Americans 
and British have vivid memories of Caen, 
Curentan, Bayeux, Cherbourg, Montebourg, 
Saint Ld, Arromanches, and Coutances. 

Today farmers of Normandy and Brittany

Dunkirk recalls those earlier days in May 
June, 1940, when some 900 boats of every
